National  Insurance  Bill.

Report  on  June  Analytical  Exercise. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  24  con- 
tained 5  parts  by  weight  of  ammonium  aluminium 
sulphate  (ammonia  alum),  3  parts  of  potassium  chromic- 
sulphate  (chrome  alum),  and  2  parts  of  potassium  chromate. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  :

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  nineteen 
students,  and  fifteen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
All  of  our  correspondents  detected  the  potassium  and  the 
chromic  acid  radical.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of 
the  other  constituents  of  the  powder  were  :  (a)  Metallic 
radicals  :  Aluminium,  2;  chromium,  7;  ammonium,  4.  (b) 
Sulphuric  acid  radical,  1.  Five  students  failed  to  observe 
the  copious  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was  gently 
heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

This  was  a  comparatively  simple  exercise,  although  not 
altogether  free  from  points  which  required  careful  atten- 
tion. A  few  preliminary  tests  showed  the  presence  of 
potassium  and  ammonium,  and  of  chromium  as  chromate. 
and  in  the  systematic  analysis  it  was  soon  ascertained  that 
no  metallic  radicals  in  groups  preceding  the  iron-group  had 
to  be  dealt  with,  the  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  con- 
sisting of  sulphur  only,  due  to  the  oxidising  effect  of  the 
chromate.  The  chromic  salt  resulting  from  the  reduction 
of  the  chromate,  together  with  that  originally  present  in 
the  chrome  alum,  afforded  an  abundant  precipitate  of 
chromic  hydroxide,  with  which  a  very  much  smaller 
quantity  of  aluminium  hydroxide  was  mixed,  and  the 
separation  and  satisfactory  identification  of  the  latter  was 
a  matter  which  occasioned  difficulty  to  one  or  two  students. 
The  inconspicuous  translucent  character  of  freshly  precipi- 
tated aluminium  hydroxide,  and  the  distinct  solubility  of 
this  precipitate  in  large  excess  of  ammonia,  render  alu- 
minium liable  to  be  overlooked  when  it  is  present  only  in 
small  proportion. 

A  matter  which  escaped  the  notice  of  almost  one-half  of 
our  correspondents  was  the  presence  of  chromium  as 
chromic  salt,  as  well  as  in  the  form  of  chromate.  This 
was  designedly  the  central  feature  of  the  exercise,  although 
not  in  itself  a  point  of  much  real  difficulty.  Most  students 
carried  through  the  examination  for  metallic  radicals  with- 
out having  their  attention  arrested  by  anything  suggesting 
the  presence  of  a  chromic  salt,  but  on  boiling  up  some  of 
the  powder  with  solution  of  sodium  carbonate  in  preparing 
a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals,  a  precipitate  was 
obtained  which  was  not  accounted  for  by  the  ascertained 
presence  of  aluminium,  potassium,  and  ammonium  with  the 
radicals  of  chromic  and  sulphuric  acids,  and  which,  from 
its  characteristic  colour,  suggested  chromic  hydroxide. 
When  once  suspected,  it  was  a  very  simple  matter  to  make 
special  tests  for  a  chromic  salt  and  to  obtain  conclusive 
evidence  of  its  presence. 

The  comparatively  few  further  points  worthy  of  remark 
in  connection  with  the  analysis  are  sufficiently  referred  to 
in  the  replies  to  individual  correspondents.

To  Correspondents. 


Alfred  Hall. — When  the  powder  was  strongly  heated  with 
concentrated  sulphuric  acid  there  was  a  slight  evolution  of 
oxygen,  accompanying  the  reduction  of  the  potassium 
chromate  to  chromic  sulphate,  but  the  quantity  was  too  small 
to  be  easily  recognised.  The  precipitate  produced  when  a 
chromic  salt  is  boiled  with  a  solution  of  sodium  carbonate 
consists  of  chromic  hydroxide. 

Duty. — We  did  not  find  the  trace  of  calcium  you  report, 
but  suppose  the  precipitate  you  obtained  on  adding  ammonium 
carbonate  and  boiling  may  have  consisted  of  sulphur  deposited 
from  the  ammonium  sulphide  previously  added.  We  were 
unable  to  confirm  the  presence  of  traces  of  a  chloride. 

Aloin. — Note  that  the  colour  imparted  to  the  flame  of 
burning  alcohol  by  boric  acid  is  green,  not  blue. 

Cambium. — The  portion  of  the  powder  which  did  not  dis- 
solve in  water  consisted  of  aluminium  and  chromic  chromates. 
Examine  the  behaviour  of  solutions  of  common  alum  and  of 
chrome  alum  with  potassium  chromate. 

Guzbry. — The  presence  of  aluminium  was  not  established 
by  the  behaviour  of  the  residue  on  charcoal  when  heated  with 
cobalt  nitrate :  the  blue  colour  might  have  been  due  to  a 
borate  or  a  silicate,  neither  of  which  was  proved  absent. 
Your  report  does  not  gain  in  elegance  by  the  use  of  the 
word  "  testube." 

Sulphate. — The  addition  of  ammonia  to  a  solution  already 
containing  sodium  hydroxide  could  not  produce  a  gelatinous 
precipitate  of  aluminium  hydroxide.  Chromates  and 
dichromates  alike  give  green  solutions  when  treated  with 
sulphurous  acid. 

Estudiente. — You  do  not  give  any  explanation  of  why 
you  omitted  to  employ  hydrogen  sulphide  as  a  group  reagent 
to  test  for  the  possible  presence  of  metals  of  the  copper  and 
arsenium  groups.  It  is  difficult  to  comprehend  how  you 
failed  to  find  the  sulphuric  acid  radical. 

En  Avant. — Seeing  that  you  missed  the  chromium  which 
must  have  been  present  in  the  iron-group  precipitate,  your 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  aluminium  is  not  very  convincing. 
It  seems  probable  from  your  report  that  you  tested  for 
ammonium  salts  by  grinding  the  powder  with  dry  soda-lime : 
the  addition  of  two  or  three  drops  of  a  very  concentrated 
solution  of  sodium  hydroxide  would  have  been  advantageous. 
Note:  Concentrated  nitric  acid  should  not  be  employed  to 
test  the  solubility  of  a  precipitate  supposed  to  consist  of 
barium  sulphate. 

Beaker. — The  hand  does  not  commend  itself  to  us  as  a 
satisfactory  piece  of  apparatus  in  which  to  test  a  substance 
for  ammonium  salts  by  the  action  of  lime-water.  You 
omitted  to  give  a  summary  of  the  constituents  found. 

Stannum. — Had  you  applied  the  usual  preliminary  tests, 
and  tested  for  potassium  with  hydrogen  sodium  tartrate  in- 
stead of  with  tartaric  acid,  it  is  unlikely  that  you  would 
have  failed  to  detect  this  metal. 

Conroy. — The  powder  was  partially  soluble,  not  insoluble, 
in  water.  When  heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid 
oxygen  was  evolved,  not  sulphur  dioxide.  When  dissolved 
in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  and  treated  with  hydrogen  sul- 
phide a  precipitate  of  sulphur  was  produced.  The  produc- 
tion of  a  yellow  precipitate,  insoluble  in  ammonia,  on  heat- 
ing a  solution  with  ammonium  molybdate  would  not  indicate 
the  presence  of  a  phosphate,  since  ammonium  phospho- 
molybdate  is  soluble  in  ammonia.  In  reporting  the  test  for 
potassium  you  write  "  Sol.  +  Carnot's  Test,"  but  you  give  no 
information  as  to  where  "Sol."  came  from.  You  will  find 
it  profitable  to  examine  again  some  of  the  points  referred 
to  above. 

Nitrax. — Good.  We  did  not  find  the  trace  of  iron  which 
you  report.

Brevities. 

Burglars  who  broke  into  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  A.  W. 
Summerfield,  chemist,  Rye  Lane,  Peckham,  London,  S.E., 
went  off  with  about  50Z.  worth  of  goods,  besides  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money. 

At  Wooldale,  near  Huddersfield,  the  death  of  Harry 
Dollive  (43),  painter,  was  supposed  to  be  due  to  some 
mustard,  which  he  was  mixing  in  an  egg-cup,  getting  up 
his  nostrils  and  causing  haemorrhage  of  the  brain. 

The  anticipated  golf  match  between  teams  of  Sheffield 
and  Nottingham  chemist  golfers  which  was  to  have  taken 
place  during  the  present  month  has  been  abandoned,  as  in 
a  communication  from  Nottingham  the  local  chemists  state 
that  they  cannot  arrange  a  team. 

At  Fenny  Stratford  a  complaint  has  been  made  regard- 
ing the  distribution  of  tooth-brushes  to  the  school-children, 
in  opposition  to  and  in  competition  with  chemists.  Mr. 
Wallsgrove,  chemist,  who  drew  attention  to  the  matter, 
expressed  a  hope  that  the  practice  would  be  discontinued. 
The  managers,  however,  have  decided  to  take  no  action  in 
the  matter. 

The  Anointing  Oil. 

"  The  Times  "  of  June  20  has  the  following  note  on 
this  subject,  which  was  dealt  with  in  the  C.  dk  D.  of  last 
week  (index  folio  884)  : 

The  anointing  oil  which  was  used  at  the  Coronation  of 
King  Edward  VII.  will  be  used  again  at  the  Coronation  of 
King  George.  The  oil  consists  of  a  mixture  of  sesame  and 
olive  oils  perfumed  with  roses,  orange-flowers,  jasmin,  cinna- 
mon, flowers  of  benzoin,  musk,  civet,  and  ambergris ;  and 
its  composition  is  founded  upon  that  used  in  the  seventeenth 
century.  It  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Peter  Wyatt  Squire,  the 
chemist  on  the  establishment  of  the  King,  and  was  presented 
by  him  to  Westminster  Abbey.  The  oil  is  placed  in  the 
ampulla  and  poured  from  this  into  the  spoon  from  which  the 
King  is  anointed. 

A  writer  in  the  "  Pall  Mall  Magazine  "  states  that  pure 
olive  oil  only  is  employed. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Greenwich  medical  officer  (Dr.  E.  G.  Annis)  states 
in  his  annual  report  that  during  the  year  the  following 
samples  were  examined  and  found  to  be  genuine  :  Pepper  4, 
mustard  3,  castor  oil  2,  camphorated  oil  1,  eucalyptus  oil  1, 
glycerin  1. 

The  Bournemouth  analyst  (Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps)  states  in 
his  annual  report  that  thirty-three  official  drug  samples 
were  examined,  of  which  two  were  adulterated  and  three 
of  doubtful  quality.  All  of  twelve  pepper  and  seven  olive 
oil  samples  aiso  taken  were  genuine,  but  a  soda-water 
sample  examined  contained  no  "soda."  Five  samples  of 
ground  ginger  and  one  of  cream  of  tartar,  taken  informally, 
proved  to  be  genuine.  An  informal  sample  of  orange  wine 
contained  1.14  grain  of  sulphurous  acid  per  pint. 

Labelling  of  Patent  Medicines. 

A  report  of  the  Censor's  Board  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  of  London  on  a  letter  from  the  Home  Office 
concerning  the  labelling  of  patent  medicinesi  dated 
March  2,  1911,  has  been  received  by  the  College,  and  the 
following  recommendations  have  been  adopted  : 

In  reply  to  the  communication  from  the  Home  Office  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  is  of  opinion  that  it  would  be 
greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  public  if  the  manufacturers  and 


vendors  of  patent  medicines  were  compelled  to  print  on  the 
labels  of  the  bottle  or  other  vessel  the  exact  composition  of 
all  such  medicine  and  the  amount  of  each  constituent. 

The  College,  however,  recommends  that  the  manufacturers 
and  vendors  shall  not  be  allowed  to  print  on  the  label  the 
names  of  the  diseases  or  symptoms  which  the  patent  medicine 
purports  to  cure,  as  the  College  is  of  opinion  that  such  print- 
ing of  the  names  only  furthers  the  erroneous  idea  that  par- 
ticular diseases  and  symptoms  can  always  be  cured  by 
particular  drugs. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Sheffield  is  for  the  first  time  the  venue  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  The  local 
arrangements  are  in  charge  of  the  local  Hon.  Secretaries, 
Messrs.  J.  Evans,  F.I.C.,  and  W.  E.  S.  Turner,  M.Sc. 
The  programme  begins  with  the  annual  general  meeting, 
held  in  the  Cutlers'  Hall  on  July  12,  when  Mr.  Walter  F. 
Reid  will  deliver  his  presidential  address.  Mr.  E.  A. 
Brotherton,  ex-M.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Yorkshire  Section, 
afterwards  entertains  the  members  to  luncheon  at  the 
Grand  Hotel.

Stevenson,  Ltd.,  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  and 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  for  drugs;  D.  &  W.  Gibbs. 
Ltd.,  for  glycerin;  Robinson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Chesterfield, 
for  lint ;  Watson  &  Sons,  for  microscopes  ;  C.  Price  &  Co.. 
for  ol.  terebinth.  ;  G.  Atkinson  &  Co.,  for  potassium  iodide; 
Liverpool  Lint  Co.,  for  sponge  felt. 

Fires. 

Fire  caused  considerable  damage  to  laboratories  of 
Messrs.  Wride  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists.  Lime  Street, 
Southampton,  on  June  17.  In  trying  to  salve  the  goods 
several  people  were  injured  by  handling  acids. 

A  fire  broke  out  in  the  sperm  and  candle  department  of 
Messrs.  J.  C.  &  J.  Field,  soapmaker9,  Lambeth  Upper 
Marsh,  London,  S.E.,  on  June  19.    Much  difficulty  was 
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experienced  in  getting  at  the  outbreak,  which  was  in  the 
basement  of  a  back  building,  and  the  flames  had  to  be  sub- 
dued by  flooding  the  affected  area..  Despite  the  use  of 
smoke-helmets,  several  firemen  were  overcome  by  fumes. 
The  extent  of  the  damage  is  not  yet  known,  but  the  premises 
are  insured. 

Women  and  the  Vote. 

On  Saturday,  June  17,  over  40,000  women  marshalled  on 
the  Victoria  Embankment.  London,  whence  at  5.30  p.m. 
they  marched  by  Northumberland  Avenue  towards  Picca- 
dilly, and  from  there  to  the  Albert  Hall,  where  a  mass 


meeting  was  held.  It  was  a  magnificent  demonstration  of 
the  organising  abilities  of  women  and  of  the  universality 
of  their  desire  to  get  the  Parliamentary  vote.  We  give 
two  photographs  of  the  small  section  composed  of  women 
pharmacists.    In  the  second  of  the  pictures  the  names  are 


(from  right  to  left),  Miss  Wardle,  Miss  Andrews,  Miss 
Goodwin,  Miss  McKerrow,  and  Miss  Gilliatt.  Mrs.  Freke 
was  also  there.  Miss  Elsie  Hooper,  B.Sc,  was  in  the 
Science  Section,  ana  several  other  women  pharmacists  did 
the  two-and-a-half  hours'  march. 

Prom  Various  Courts. 

At  Oldham  on  June  15,  James  Scholefield  and  his  wife. 
Coppice,  were  lined  5«.  and  costs  for  laying  down  meat 
poisoned  with  phosphor  paste. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  June  19, 
Abraham  Sigel  (25),  cigarette-maker,  was  fined  100?.,  or  in 
default  to  undergo  six  months'  imprisonment,  for  harbour- 
ing uncustomed  saccharin. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  16,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  John  Barker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Kensington, 
applied  to  have  Mr.  Jacob  Hertz,  drug  merchant,  Mincing 
Lane,  E.G.,  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  141.  due. 
Plaintiffs'  representative  stated  that  the  defendant  had  a 
large  house  at  Sutton  Common. — Judge  Rentoul.  K.C., 
stated  that  the  defendant  had  written  offering  10*.  a  month. 
— Plaintiffs'  representative  said  that  was  absurd,  because 


defendant  paid  200?.  a  year  for  his  rent.  There  was  a 
carriage-drive  at  his  house  and  a  fountain  playing  at  the 
back.  He  was  a  scent  and  drug  merchant  and  travelled 
a  lot.  At  his  offices  in  Mincing  Lane  were  two  clerks  and 
a  boy  and  a  typist. — Judge  Rentoul  added  that  the  de- 
fendant in  his  letter  said  it  was  not  in  his  power  to  appear 
in  person.  He  was  not  in  a  financial  position  to  employ  a 
solicitor.  The  debt  due  was  for  costs.  He  had  paid  the 
debt  itself.  He  was  not  now  in  a  position  to  pay  the  balance. 
In  October  1908  a  receiving  order  in  bankruptcy  was 
made  against  him,  and  he  was  still  without  his  dis- 
charge.— Plaintiffs'  representative  said  that  the  defendant 
was  earning  a  living  since  his  bankruptcy. — Judge  Rentoul 
said  that  the  defendant  further  said  that  he  was  travelling 
on  5  per  cent,  commission  for  one  of  his  Continental  friends, 
earning  at  the  most  51.  lO.s.  a  week.  He  had  three  children, 
and  two  of  them  were  not  out  of  school.  "  He  writes  from 
the  Grand  Hotel,  Birmingham,  pleading  poverty,"  added 
his  Honour.  The  Court  ordered  payment  of  21.  a  month, 
with  committal  in  default. 

Cricket.

Brevities. 

Nine  poison-licences  were  renewed  by  the  Aberdeen 
Town  Council  on  June  19. 

Mr.  Adolf  Muller,  seed  merchant,  184  West  North  Street, 
Aberdeen,  has  advertised  his  intention  to  apply  for  a 
poison -licence. 

A  sale  by  auction  of  a  chemist's  surplus  stock  from  the 
premises  of  the  late  A.  B.  Anderson,  Dundee,  took  place 
on  June  14.  Large  black  stock-bottles,  sponges,  perfumes, 
soaps,  and  "  patents,"  new  and  old,  were  the  principal 
lines.  Among  the  latter  were  several  dozens  of  an  anti- 
syphilitic  lotion,  "The  Pachacamma,"  prepared  by 
Demosthenes  Isaakides,  Paris ;  retail  price,  10s.  6d.  a 
bottle.    The  total  amount  realised  was  about  251. 

Edinburgh. 

Photographic  materials  are  beginning  to  go  well,  and  it 
is  hoped  that,  photograph ioally  at  least,  this  will  be  a 
record  summer. 

Most  local  chemists  are  making  particularly  bright  dis- 
plays this  week,  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  "Coronation" 
feeling  in  the  air. 

Locum-tenens  men  are  somewhat  scarce  this  summer, 
and  a  few  pharmacists  have  had  to  put  off  their  holidays 
until  the  autumn  owing  to  the  dearth  of  temporary  assis- 
tants in  the  more  favourable  holiday  months. 

The  third  botanical  excursion  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Asso- 
ciation took  place  on  June  16,  when  about  twenty  mem- 
}  bers,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Brown.  Ph.C, 
President,  visited  the  Musselburgh  district.  Some  excel- 
lent field-work  was  done,  and  a  large  number  of  specimens 
were  collected  along  the  banks  of  the  river  Esk.  Several 
specimens  not  seen  on  previous  excursions  were  collected. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

The  bowling  season  is  now  in  full  swing  in  Glasgow, 
and  many  chemists,  particularly  in  the  South  Side,  may 
J  be  seen  of  an  evening  enjoying  their  game. 

The  pharmaceutical  classes  at  the  Technical  College  are 
]  at  present  without  a  pharmaceutical  head,  Mr.  James 
Grieve,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  having  left  the  city.  So  far  the 
pecuniary  results  have  not  enriched  the  college  authorities, 
and  the  question  of  pharmaceutical  assistance  is  now  under 
consideration. 

Mr.  Charles  Paterson  has  purchased  the  business  of 
R.  T.  Dun,  capsule  manufacturer,  5  Oswald  Street,  Glasgow, 
as  from  Mav  29.    The  liabilities  up  to  that  date  will  be 
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paid  by  the  former  proprietor  of  the  concern,  Mr.  Charles 
vVyllie.  The  notice  of  dissolution  has  also  been  signed  by 
Mr.  John  Wishart,  secretary  for  Dun's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Licensed  Trade 
Defence  Association,  held  in  Glasgow  on  June  16,  Mr. 
John  Macdonald.  the  President,  complained  that  there 
has  been  an  enormous  rise  in  the  "  drug  "  wine  traffic. 
Cheap  port  forms,  he  said,  the  basis  of  these  "tonics," 
and  disguised  as  medicine  they  are  consumed  by  /oung 
girls  and  women,  who  would  never  think  of  taking  the  same 
amount  of  good,  honest  vintage  wine.  It  was  only  a 
matter  of  time  when  they  would  have  a  terrible  reckoning 
before  them,  with  a  curse  such  as  the  greatest  abuse  of  "  the 
trade  "  never  produced.  This  was  said  as  an  addendum  to 
the  president's  objection  that  the  duty  on  wine  is  less 
fro  rata  than  the  duty  on  whisky. 


FRENCH  NEWS.

Drug-trade  Banquet. — The  General  Syndicat  of  the 
French  Drug-trade,  of  which  M.  Leon  Darrasse  is  Pre- 
sident, have  issued  invitations  for  their  annual  banquet, 
to  be  held  on  Saturday  evening,  June  24,  at  the  Palais 
d'Orsay  Hotel,  Paris,  which  will  be  a  notable  gathering  of 
members  of  the  wholesale  drug-trade  here  and  will  also 
include  many  distinguished  guests. 

Coronation  Fete  in  Paris. — Under  the  auspices  of  the 
British  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  a  special  committee,  an 
elaborate  Coronation  fete  was  organised  in  Paris  for 
June  22.  Although  it  was  impossible  to  close  for  the  day, 
the  leading  Anglo-French  pharmacists  arranged  for  their 
assistants  to  have  as  much  liberty  on  this  occasion  as  the 
exigences  of  business  permitted. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  June  meeting 
Professor  Grimbert,  the  President,  read  a  lengthy  and 
interesting  paper  by  M.  Leon  Debourdeaux,  Chief  of 
Analytical  Control  of  the  Etablissements  Poulenc,  on  the 
precise  estimation  of  morphine  in  opium  and  opium  pre- 
parations. The  author  reviewed  and  compared  the  Ger- 
man, Belgium,  Swiss,  British,  American,  and  French 
methods.  He  showed  the  marked  influence  of  the  pre- 
cipitants  used,  such  as  ammonia,  the  quantity  and  nature 
of  the  solvents  employed,  and  the  sources  of  error  in 
volumetric  estimation.  M.  Debourdeaux  gave  a  new 
process,  based  on  that  of  the  French  Codex,  with  lime  and 
ammonium  chloride  as  precipitating  agents,  but  differen- 
tiating by  the  quantity  of  solvents  and  the  mode  of  filter- 
ing. A  discussion  followed  on  a  report  drawn  up  by  M.  C. 
Poulencs  in  the  name  of  the  Committee  of  the  Society 
having  charge  of  the  modifications  to  be  proposed  to  the 
Commission  of  the  Codex,  which  was  not  terminated  when 
the  meeting  rose,  and  it  will  be  continued  next  month. 

Fatal  Aconite-poisoning. — A  dramatic  and  fatal  poison- 
ing incident  occurred  last  week  in  the  laboratory  of  MM. 
Givaudan,  Lavirotte  &  Co.,  manufacturers  of  pharmaceu- 
tical preparations,  at  Lyons.  Two  pharmacists  were  work- 
ing near  together,  one  of  them  M.  Jean  Belin,  forty-five 
years  of  age,  being  engaged  in  making  a  medicated  wine. 
When  the  wine  was  ready  he  poured  out  two  glassfuls, 
placed  one  on  a  shelf  handy  to  his  neighbour,  M.  Bretin, 
with  a  "  Try  that,"  and  soon  afterwards  drank  off  his  own 
glass.  Belin  only  took  a  mouthful  and  spat  out  the  rest, 
recognising  that  it  was  not  tannin- wine  as  he  supposed, 
and  found  he  had  made  a  mistake  in  the  ingredients.  He 
hurried  off  to  the  head  pharmacist,  who  administered  a 
powerful  emetic,  which  acted  at  once,  and  no  particular 
harm  was  done.  Bretin,  however,  was  forgotten,  and  he 
had  not  noticed  his  companion  having  gone  away,  thus  he 
drank  off  the  wine  left  for  him,  which  in  reality  contained 
tincture  of  aconite  instead  of  tannin.  The  poor  fellow 
was  taken  ill  almost  immediately,  and  it  was  only  then 
that  Belin  remembered  what  had  occurred  about  the  second 
glass  of  wine.  Energetic  antidotes  were  at  once  applied, 
but  to  no  purpose,  for  Bretin  died  within  twenty  minutes. 
His  companion  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital  and  recovered.

Present  operations  in  Africa  are 
in  charge  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Hinton,  who  is  calling  on  the  trade 
personally. 

Orange  Free  State. 

O.F.S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  the  meet- 
ing held  on  May  12  (0.  &  D.,  June  10,  index  folio  842)  the 
registrations  made  at  the  instance  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  included  three  medical  practitioners  and  Joseph 
James  Seymour  (Great  Britain  1903)  and  George  "William 
Fowler  (Great  Britain  1878)  as  chemists  and  druggists. 
The  Council  also  accepted,  on  the  application  of  a  Mr. 
Lazarus,  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Education  in  Natal  which  stated  that  the  applicant  _  had 
passed  the  "  Collective  and  Bursary  "  examination  inter 
alia  in  English,  Latin,  and  arithmetic,  as  the  Preliminary 
general  examination,  which  must  be  passed  before  a  candi- 
date may  enter  f  or  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  examina- 
tion. The  Council  have  power  under  a  regulation  to 
approve  any  examination  of  a  legally  constituted  examining 
body,  provided  English,  Latin,  and  arithmetic  are  included 
in  the  subjects  of  the  examination  for  which  the  certificate 
was  granted. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST.

Mr.  Robert  Maclure  Savege,  chemist,  184  Mount  Eoad, 
Madras,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Government  an 
Honorary  Presidency  Magistrate  for  the  city  of  Madras. 

Major  Donald  Smith  (Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
Madras  Volunteer  Guards,  has  again  been  selected  to 
captain  the  Indian  rifle  team  that  will  compete  at  Bisley 
this  year. 

Personal. — Mr.  C.  B.  Robinson,  proprietor  of  Messrs. 
Thomson  &  Taylor,  chemists  and  druggists,  Bombay,  sailed 
for  England  on  May  30,  on  holiday.  His  London  address 
is  c/o  Messrs.  Tulloch  &  Co.,  4  Fenchurch  Avenue,  Lon- 
don. E.C.  Previous  to  his  departure  he  was  presented 
with  a  farewell  address  by  the  members  of  the  Bombay 
Presidency  Trades  Association,  of  which  body  he  is  the 
retiring  President. 

Cocaine  in  Prescriptions.— Some  of  the  chemists  and 
druggists  of  the  station  are  perturbed  (writes  the  Banga- 
lore correspondent  of  the  "Madras  Mail  "J  on  account  of 
the  conditions  of  the  revised  licence  that  lias  been  issued 
to  them  authorising  them  to  sell  cocaine.  They  think  that 
the  new  rules  are  likely  to  interfere  with  the  interests  of 
their  bond-fide  customers  who  present  prescriptions  in 
which  cocaine  or  its  preparations  f  orm  an  item.  The  re- 
vised licence  restricts  the  sale  of  cocaine  or_  any  of  its 
preparations  only  on  prescriptions  of  certain  qualified 
medical  practitioners.  The  section  defines  who  are  "  quali- 
fied medical  practitioners,"  and  includes  "all  holders  of 
diplomas  of  military  assistant  surgeons,  civil  apothecaries, 
or  sub-assistant  surgeons  who  have  been  authorised  by  the 
Resident  in  Mysore  to  prescribe  cocaine  and  preparations 
of  opium."  This  is  where  the  difficulty  comes  in.  If  a 
chemist  receives  a  prescription  signed  by  a  military  assis- 
tant surgeon  who  he  knows  possesses  the  necessary  diploma, 
he  is  not  in  a  position  to  know  -whether  or  not  the  prescnber 
has  obtained  the  authority  of  the  Resident  for  prescribing 
cocaine,  etc.  If  he  delays  compounding  the  prescription  till 
he  has  time  to  ascertain  whether  the  prescriber  has  the 
necessary  authority,  serious  delay  may  occur  and  the  well- 
being  of  the  patient  may  be  endangered.

The  Commonwealth. 

The  Imports  and  Exports  for  February,  published  by 
the  Commonwealth  Statistician,  show  that  the  exports  of 
Australian  origin  were  valued  at  7,040,067/.,  compared 
with  7,497,152/.  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 
The  imports  of  drugs  and  chemicals  for  February  1911 
were  115,032/.,  compared  with  73.170/.  for  the  same  month 
last  year.  The  total  imports  were  6,027,717/.  and  4.669,755/. 
respectively,  while  the  exports  were  7,299.884/.  and 
7,735,995/. 

Rectified  Spirit  for  Medicinal  Purposes. — The 
LTriendly  Societies'  Dispensaries  of  the  Commonwealth 
arranged  a  deputation  to  the  Minister  for  Customs,  asking 
for  the  abolition  of  the  duty  on  rectified  spirits  of  wine 
used  for  medicinal  purposes  by  the  dispensaries.  The 
present  duty  is  Ids.  per  proof  gallon.  Two  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  spoke,  and  one  of  them, 
Mr.  Matthews,  M.H.R.,  made  the  assertion  that  friendly 
societies'  dispensaries  did  not  compete  with  the  chemists. 
The  Minister  of  Customs,  in  reply,  said  that  if  it  were 
in  his  power  he  would  be  glad  to  do  anything  that  would 
make  the  position  easier.  Every  hospital  in  the  com- 
munity would  ask  to  share  in  the  relief,  and  if  anything 
were  done,  proper  wording  for  the  safeguard  of  the  revenue 
would  have  to  be  adopted. 

Australian  Association  of  British  Manufacturers. — 
Under  this  title  an  association  has  been  formed  with  the 
following  objects  : 

To  promote  British  export  trade. 

To  look  after  the  interests  of  manufacturers  and  wholesale 
distributors  in  the  United  Kingdom  having  branches  or  re- 
presentatives in  Australia. 

To  correspond  with  the  Imperial  Government  through  the 
Colonial  Office  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  behalf  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association,  and  to  perform  the  same  office  with 
the  Commonwealth  Government,  Dominion  (N.Z.)  Govern- 
ment, States  Government,  the  Authorities  in  the  Pacific 
Islands,  and  the  municipalities  in  Australasia. 
To  take  into  consideration — ■ 

Acts  of  Imperial  and  Oversea  Parliaments  so  far  as 
the  trade  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Australia  is  affected 
by  tariffs,  regulations  of  Commerce  Acts,  etc.  Forms  of 
tenders,  specifications,  and  general  conditions  of  Federal, 
State,  and  municipal  contracts.  Freights,  shipping, 
wharves,  and  the  discharge  of  cargo,  protection  of  trade- 
marks and  patents.  Marine  insurance,  banking,  post,  and 
telegraph 

To  collect  information  from  official  and  other  channels 
pertinent  to  British  trade,  and  distribute  it  among  members 
of  the  Association. 

To  receive  applications  for  agents  from  firms  at  home  and 
put  them  before  members. 

To  receive  and  sift  complaints,  of  whatever  nature,  the 
circulation  of  which  is  calculated  to  be  harmful  to  British 
trade  interests  as  a.  whole. 

To  induce  residents  of  British  possessions  to  purchase  goods 
made  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  preference  to  foreign-made 
goods. 

And  generally  to  take  in  hand  any  matters  which  are  con- 
sidered likely  to  benefit  the  trade  of  British  manufacturers 
and  their  representatives. 

The  subscription  is  two  guineas  per  annum  for  manufac- 
turers and  one  guinea  for  representatives.  The  offices  of 
the  Association  are  at  Equitable  Building,  Melbourne. 

Queensland. 

Alderman  John  Davies,  of  South  Brisbane,  died  in 
April.  He  was  born  in  1839  in  Herefordshire.  England, 
and  migrated  to  Queensland  nearly  thirty  years  ago. 
Shortly  after  his  arrival  he  managed  a  branch  in  West  End 
for  Mr.  Costin.  About  five  years  later  he  was  appointed 
manager  of  the  West  End  branch  of  Thomason-Chater.  Ltd.. 
and  subsequently  acquired  the  business  which  he  carried  on 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  elected  Alderman  of  No.  1 
Ward  of  the  City  of  South  Brisbane  in  1899,  and  mayor  in 
1905. 


CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  W.,  on  June  15,  the  chair  being  taken  by 
Professor  P.  F.  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  who  announced  that 
the  Council  were  sending  on  behalf  of  the  Fellows  a  con- 
gratulatory address  to  King  George  V.  on  the  occasion  of 
his  Coronation  and  an  address  to  St.  Andrews  University 
on  the  occasion  of  the  500th  anniversary  of  the  foundation 
of  the  University.    Both  addresses  were  read. 

The  Alleged  Complexity  of  Tellurium 
was  the  title  of  the  first  paper,  read  by  Messrs.  Vernon 
Harcourt  and  H.  Brereton  Baker.  In  this  it  was  shown 
that  the  statements  recently  made  in  the  United  States 
by  Flint  that  on  fractionation  of  tellurium  chloride  by  the 
addition  of  water  a  reduction  in  the  atomic  weight  of  tel- 
lurium is  effected  are  unfounded,  and  consequently  this 
evidence  for  the  existence  of  at  least  two  elements  in  what 
is  known  as  tellurium  disappears.  The  explanation  of 
the  American  results  appears  to  be  that  in  the  action  of 
hydrochloric  acid  on  tellurium  and  subsequent  treatment 
with  water  some  tellurium  trioxide  is  liable  to  be  formed 
if  the  hydrochloric  acid  contains  chlorine,  and  if  this 
trioxide  is  included  in  the  dioxide  and  eventually  weighed 
an  apparent  diminution  in  atomic  weight  is  found.  The 
atomic  weight  of  tellurium  is  therefore  still  127  and  its 
anomalous  position  in  the  periodic  table  is  still  an  unsolved 
problem. 

The  Solubility  of  Carbon  Dioxide  in  Beer 
was  then  dealt  with  by  Dr.  Findlay  and  Mr.  Shew.  They 
showed  that  the  results  previously  published  indicating 
that  carbon  dioxide  is  more  soluble  in  beer  than  in  an 
alcohol-water  mixture  of  similar  strength  are  untrust- 
worthy, and  that  in  fact  the  solubility  of  the  gas  in  beer 
is  slightly  less. 

An  Improved  Buchner  Funnel 
was  then  described  by  Mr.  A.  C.  G.  Egerton.  The  improve- 
ment consists  in  the  addition  of  a  small  glass  dome  with  a 
ground  lower  edge  which  is  fitted  tightly  to  the  rim  of 
the  funnel  by  a  rubber  band  and  has  an  outlet  tube  leading 
to  the  pump.  By  the  use  of  this  dome  the  precipitates  may 
be  washed  in  an  atmosphere  of  carbon  dioxide  or  any  other 
inert  gas,  and  dry  air  may  be  led  over  precipitates, 
ensuring  more  rapid  desiccation. 

Messrs.  Titherley  and  Hughes  then  contributed  a  paper 
on  the  action  of  ammonia  and  amines  on  2-phcnyl  1  :  3- 
benzoxasineA-one,  the  principal  interest  of  which  lay  in  a 
discussion  of  the  properties  which  serve  to  distinguish 
closed-chain  from  open-chain  compounds  when  the  latter 
are  in  unstable  condition  and  liable  to  close. 

The  last  paper  was  a  contribution  from  the  Wellcome 
Chemical  Research  Laboratories,  by  Dr.  Salway,  on 

Synthesis  of  4  :  6-Dimethoxy-2-/3-methylaminoethyl- 
benzaldehyde. 

4  :  6-Dimethoxy-2-/3-methylaminoethylbenzaldehyde  has 
been  synthesised  from  /?-5-hydroxy-3-methoxyphenylpro- 
pionic  acid  according  to  a  series  of  reactions  similar  to  those 
employed  by  the  author  in  the  synthesis  of  cotarnine.  The 
product  is  of  considerable  interest  on  account  of  its  valu- 
able physiological  properties.  It  closely  resembles  cotar- 
nine in  its  action  upon  the  isolated  uterus,  but  is  con- 
siderably less  toxic  than  cotarnine. 

During  the  evening  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows 
was  taken,  and  the  following  gentlemen  connected  with 
pharmacy  were  elected  :  Messrs.  E.  A.  Atkins,  Ph.C,  and 
H.  J.  Ling. 

Saccharin  in  U.S.A. — With  reference  to  the  notice  which 
appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.  of  May  20  (index  folio  723),  in  which 
it  was  stated  that,  in  accordance  with  a  decision  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  the  United  States  Pure  Food  Law,  the  use 
of  saccharin  in  the  preparation  of  foodstuffs  and  drugs  would 
be  prohibited  as  from  July  1  next,  the  Board  of  Trade  are 
now  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  telegraphic  in- 
formation from  H.M.  Ambassador  at  Washington,  to  the 
effect  that  the  prohibition  applies  only  to  saccharin  in  foods, 
and  does  not  concern  drugs.  It  also  appears  to  be  uncertain 
whether  the  prohibition  will  be  enforced  even  as  regards 
foods.

ON  THE  CORONATION  ROUTE 


ON  the  occasion  of  the  Coronation  of  King  Edward  VII. 
a  C.  i0  D.  representative  with  a  camera  went  round 
the  route  which  was  to  be  traversed  by  the  King  and 
Queen  from  Buckingham  Palace  to  the  City  and  back  by 
the  south  side  of  the  River  Thames.  The  illness  of  the 
King  unhappily  delayed  that  event,  but  the  article  descrip- 
tive of  the  pharmacies  on  the  route  was  published  on 
June  28,  1902.  Now  that  King  George  V.  and  his  Queen 
are  to  make  a  similar  journey,  it  i6  of  interest  to  recall 
the.  article  and  to  note  the  changes  which  have  occurred 
during  the  nine  years. 

The  route  to  be  traversed  on  June  23  differs  but  slightly 
from  that  of  1902.  The  King  and  his  consort  leave  Bucking- 
ham Palace  and  drive  up  Constitution  Hill,  down  Picca- 
dilly and  St.  James's  Street,  through  Pall  Mall  and  by  the 
National  Gallery,  down  Duncannon  Street  into  the  Strand, 
then  by  Fleet  Street  and  Ludgate  Hill  to  St.  Paul's.  In  1902 
the  procession,  after  passing  St.  Paul's,  went  by  Cheap- 
side  to  King  William  Street,  but  on  the  present  occasion  it 
traverses  Cannon  Street,  passing  the  offices  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  and  goes  up  Queen  Victoria  Street  to  the 
Mansion  House,  thence  into  King  William  Street, 
crossing  London  Bridge,  and  in  succession  passing 
through  Borough  High  Street,  Borough  Road,  St.  George's 
Circus,  Westminster  Bridge  Road,  Westminster  Bridge, 
Whitehall,  the  Admiralty  Arch,  to  the  Mall,  and  so 
home.    The  sketch-map  printed  above  shows  the  route. 

The  first  pharmacy  that  King  Edward's  procession  passed 
in  1902  was  that  of  Mr.  John  Warner,  114  Piccadilly. 
This  is  now  the  shop  of  a  modiste,  Mr.  Warner  having 
retired  a  few  years  ago,  but  his  assistant,  Mr.  Tom  Shaw, 
acquired  the  business  connection,  prescription-books,  etc., 
and  removed  to  11  Little  Stanhope  Street,  W.,  close  by. 
Messrs.  Perkins  &  Co.'s  pharmacy  is  still  at  No.  99  Picca- 
dilly, and  this  year  attains  its  majority.  The  founder  and 
present  owner  of  the  business  is  Mr.  T.  F.  Perkins,  Ph.C. 
There  is  no  other  pharmacy  on  the  route  before  coming  to 
St.  James's  Street,  but  at  No.  49  Dover  Street  is  the  esta- 
blishment of  Messrs.  Blake,  Sandford  &  Blake,  which 
was  carried  on  for  many  years  in  Piccadilly.  The 
procession  will  also  get  a  glimpse  of  Messrs.  Heppell  & 
Co.'s  shop,  at  No.  164  on  the  right,  before  going  down 
St.  James's  Street.  In  that  famous  street  of  clubs  there 
is,  at  No.  34  on  the  left-hand  side,  a  pharmacy  which 
was  not  there  in  1902 ;  it  is  that  of  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Bur- 
rows, Ltd.,  opened  about  eight  years  ago.  Further  down, 
at  No.  8,  is  the  very  old-established  pharmacy  of  Messrs. 
Pope  Roach  &  Son,  the  principal  of  which  is  Mr.  Herbert 
W.  Roach,  Ph.C.  This  business  dates  back  to  the 
eighteenth  century  and  has  a  fine  old  connection.  Mr. 
Roach  is  chemist  to  the  King  and  Queen. 

No  other  pharmacy  is  passed  until  No.  7  Pall  Mall  East  is 
reached,  where,  at  the  corner  of  Whitcombe  Street,  is  the 
pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Hooper,  Struve  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  which 
the  proprietor  is  Colonel  Clifford  Probyn.    Opposite  this 


pharmacy,  at  No.  12,  is  the  house  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians.  After  passing  the  top  of  Trafalgar  Square 
and  driving  down  Duncannon  Street  the  procession  will 
strike  a  new  feature  at  429  Strand,  where,  at  the  corner 
of  Agar  Street,  is  the  new  house  of  the  British  Medical 
Association.  On  the  same  side  of  the  Strand,  at  No.  390, 
is  the  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  F.  W.  Nurthen  &  Co.,  which 
dates  back  nearly  two  centuries,  having  been  founded  in 
1714.  Shortly  after,  on  the  south  side  of  the  street,  we 
oome  to  the  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Heppell  &  Co.  at  Nos.  76 
and  78.  This  is  in  the  Hotel  Cecil  building,  and  is  next 
door  to  Rimmel's  perfumery  6hop.  This  pharmacy  is  new 
since  1902.  It  is  American  in  character — indeed,  cosmo- 
politan. On  the  same  side  of  the  Strand,  No.  126,  is  one 
of  the  two  pharmacies  owned  by  Mr.  R.  Stringer  Starkie, 
Ph.C.  No.  126  is  the  older  of  the  two,  having  been  founded 
by  Mr.  Stringer,  to  whom  Mr.  R.  S.  Starkie's  father  was 
an  assistant.  The  other  pharmacy  is  at  No.  7,  looking  on 
to  Trafalgar  Square — a  very  fine  West-end  pharmacy  with 
an  international  connection.  This  will  be  seen  by  the  pro- 
cession on  its  return  from  the  south. 

At  No.  166  Strand,  close  to  Somerset  House,  is  a  branch 
6hop  of  Henry  Lamplough,  Ltd.,  and  a  little  further  down 
on  the  same  side,  No.  199,  is  the  sign  of  "  Greaves,  late 
Huggins,"  the  proprietor  of  which  is  Mr.  John  E.  Greaves, 
chemist  and  druggist.  This  also  is  a  very  old  business, 
but  the  premises  have  been  modernised.  Both  Nos.  166  and 
199  are  on  the  south  side  of  fit.  Mary's  and  St.  Clement's 
Churches,  and  the  traffic  eastwards  goes  by  the  north  6ide 
of  these,  but  the  procession  is  to  take  the  southern  way. 
Just  opposite  the  Law  Courts  on  entering  Fleet  Street  is 
the  headquarters  of  Blair's  gout  and  rheumatic  pills,  and 
further  down,  at  No.  68,  the  pharmacy  of  George  P.  Pond 
&  Son.  Ltd.,  comes  in  sight,  which  is  as  it  was  in  1902, 
except  that  the  business  has  since  been  converted  into  a 
limited  company.  At  No.  128  Fleet  Street,  at  the  corner 
of  Shoe  Lane,  is  the  business  of  Hancock  &  Co..  Ltd., 
which  dales  back  to  1760.  It  was  converted  into  a  com- 
pany in  1906,  and  three  years  ago  Mr.  Woodfield  H.  Argles, 
chemist  and  druggist,  became  the  managing  director. 

In  1902  there  was  a  chemist's  shop  in  Ludgate  Hill,  owned 
by  the  late  Mr.  George  >S.  Boutall.  It  was  "  St.  Paul's 
Pharmacy,"  on  the  right-hand  side  going  up,  but  has  been 
closed  since.,  and  there  is  no  longer  a  representative  of 
pharmacy  in  Ludgate  Hill,  which  at  one  time  was  a 
favourite  centre  for  druggery.  Continuing  its  journey 
eastward  the  procession  will  pass  the  offices  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  at  No.  42  Cannon  Street,  into  Queen  Vic- 
toria Street,  where  are  two  pharmacies  :  on  the  right-hand 
side,  at  No.  41,  Beeny's  City  Drug  Co.  (founded  some 
years  ago  by  Mr.  E.  A.  HoUoway.  now  of  Southend),  and 
further  up  on  the  left-hand  side  No.  16,  the  International 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd..  which  was  founded  by  Mr.  Ha  v. 

Bucklersbnry  is  passed  on  the  way  up  to  the  'Mansion 
House.    In  Shakespeare's  day  the  predecessors  of  Horner 
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&  Sons  were  there,  and  the  odours  from  their  drug-ware- 
house gave  our  great  dramatist  and  poet  something  to 
write  about.  There  is  still  a  druggist's  shop  in  Bucklers- 
bury,  that  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Waring,  chemist  and  dentist,  who 
took  over  the  Poultry  retail  pharmacy  of  Corbyn,  Stacey  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  removed  it  to  Bucklersbury  before  1902. 
when  the  only  chemist's  business  in  Cheapside  was  that  of 
Henry  Lampiough.  Ltd.,  at  No.  134,  which  is  now  a  shoe- 
maker's shop.  Boots  Cash  Chemists  (Southern),  Ltd.,  have 
completed  the  building  of  their  new  shop  at  the  west  end 
of  Cheapside.  and  until  that  is  furnished  and  open  for 
business  there  will  be  no  drug-shop  in  this  old  business 
thoroughfare. 

King  William  Street  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  north 
being  the  centre  of  the  insurance  world.  The  southern 
part  commences  at  the  east  end  of  Cannon  Street,  and  on 
the  left-hand  side,  at  No.  43,  is  Hooper  &  Co. 's  pharmacy, 
which  was  established  by  that  ingenious  chemist,  BaTtlett 
Hooper,  who  invented  an  ink  for  printing  postage-stamps, 
and  whose  name  is  perpetuated  in  Hooper's  cachous.  Mr. 
Sydney  Fowle  is  the  proprietor  of  the  pharmacy  and  carries 
it  on,  as  he  has  done  for  more  than  twenty  years,  having 
succeeded  Mr.  W.  Perkes  Parry,  who  continued  the  manu- 
facturing side  as  Bartlett  Hooper  &  Co.  Passing  over 
London  Bridge,  we  notice  that  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Borough  High  Street,  No.  18,  is  now  Mr.  A.  W.  Garnham, 
whereas  formerly  it  was  Parry  &  Garnham.  At  No.  97  is 
the  business  of  Stevens  &  Co.,  which  was  founded  in  1792  ; 
and  at  No.  193  is  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  David  White,  known 
as  White's  Drug-stores,  this  business  being  established  as 
far  back  as  1700,  and  probably  the  oldest  drug  business  on 
the  route.  The  next  shop  is  that  of  Drew  &  Co., 
277  Borough  High  Street,  a  business  established  in  1790 
by  a,  Mr.  Yate  ;  and  finally  at  No.  305  we  come  to  Boots 
Cash  Chemists  (Southern).  Ltd.,  which  was  formerly  a 
Dav's  Drug  Co.  shop.  The  wholesale  business  of  W.  W. 
Flood  &  Co.  at  206.  and  Bartlett  Hooper  &  Co.  at  208  have 
disappeared  from  the  line  of  route,  having  been  transferred 
to  56  Great  Dover  Street.  The  only  connection  with  the 
drug-trade  in  the  Borough  Road  is  the  distributing  ware- 
house or  wholesale  department  of  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.. 
Ltd.,  at  No.  80.  with  a  fine  frontage  directly  on  the  line  of 
route.  Here  extensive  preparations  have  been  made  to 
provide  seating  accommodation  for  employes  and  others. 

Crossing  St.  George's  Circus,  which  divides  the  Borough 
Road  from  Westminster  Bridge  Road,  the  procession  will 
pass  the  Royal  Ophthalmic  Hospital.  There  is  only  one 
pharmacy  in  Westminster  Bridge  Road,  at  No.  101,  that 
of  Messrs.  Francis  Hicks  &  Co..  formerly  at  No.  179, 
carried  on  as  a  cash  drug  store.  On  the  opposite  6ide  of 
the  road,  at  No.  212,  are  Messrs.  W.  Stevens  &  Co., 
veterinary  chemist's  and  proprietors  of  Radiol.  The  shop 
was  in  possession  of  the  Coronation  carpenters  at  the  time 
of  our  visit.  Passing  over  Westminster  Bridge  we 
come  to  another  Boots  establishment,  directly  op- 
posite the  Houses  of  Parliament,  at  No.  8  Bridge 
Street.  This  was  formerly  the  pharmacy  of  Mr. 
H.  N.  Davidge,  and  was  a  high-class  dispensing  and 
retail  business.  The  company  acquired  it  a  year  or  two 
ago,  and  have  made  important  alterations  to  the  premises, 
also  adding  No.  9.  The  fact  that  there  are  five  windows, 
two  of  which  are  in  Cannon  Row.  makes  it  a  very  handsome 
shop  of  the  usual  fancy-goods  character.  In  1902  Parlia- 
ment Street  existed,  and  the  old  pharmacy  of  Priest  &  Co. 
was  there.  It  was  the  property  of  Colonel  Clifford  Probyn, 
and  has  vanished  with  the  street,  now  as  a  perfected  White- 
hall one  of  the  finest  in  the  world.  It  is  the  penultimate 
stage  of  the  Royal  Progress,  for  on  traversing  Whitehall 
carriages  and  horses  will  turn  to  the  left  (thus  escaping 
two  pharmacies  which  otherwise  would  be  seen,  those  of 
Mr.  Charles  Brooks  in  Northumberland  Avenue,  and  of 
Mr.  Starkie  in  the  Grand  Hotel  Buildings).  But  they  will 
pass  under  the  magnificent  Admiralty  Arch,  which  is  part 
of  the  Empire's  memorial  to  Queen  Victoria,  and  was 
designed  by  Sir  Aston  Webb.  R.A.,  brother  of  a  dis- 
tinguished London  pharmacist,  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  notes  that  there  have  been 
a  few  changes  in  the  pharmacies  on  the  route  during  the 
past  nine  years  ;  there  are  more  of  them  on  the  whole,  and 
the  tendency  of  moving  into  side  streets  from  the  more 
highly  rented  main  thoroughfares  is  consistent  with  the 


limited  profits  received  by  dispensing  chemists.  Some  of 
those  who  remain  in  the  expensive  districts  push  other 
departments  of  the  business  than  the  dispensing  of 
medical  prescriptions. 

WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 

The  Coronation  Holidays. 

The  House  of  Commons  adjourned  on  Tuesday  over  the 
period  of  the  Coronation.  When  both  Houses  reassemble  the 
Committee  stage  of  the  Parliament  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Lords  and  the  Committee  stage  of  the  National  Insurance 
Bill  in  the  Commons  will  engage  the  attention  of  Parlia- 
mentarians for  the  time  being. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  June  15,  Mr.  Lloyd  asked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether  he  is  aware 
that  a  large  quantity  of  goods  made  abroad  enter  this 
country  without  any  mark  of  origin  and  are  subsequently 
marked  with  the  names  of  British  importing  houses ;  and 
whether,  seeing  that  this  practice  is  a  practical  evasion  of 
the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  he  will  take  steps  to  render 
obscurity  of  origin  impossible.  Mr.  Tennant  replied  that 
he  was  aware  of  the  practice  referred  to,  but  there  is 
nothing  in  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  which  prevents  a 
trader  or  dealer  so  marking  his  name  on  foreign-made 
goods,  and  so  long  as  the  goods  are  not  made  to  bear  a 
false  indication  of  the  country  where  they  are  produced 
or  a  false  trade  description  he  did  not  see  how  the  practice 
could  be  regarded  as  an  evasion  of  the  Act. 

[In  connection  with  the  same  matter  a  memorial  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  Foreign  Office  by  the  Association  of  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  reference  to 
the  serious  injury  caused  to  British  manufacturers  by  the 
prevalent  practice  of  marking  goods  of  Continental  origin  with 
English  names  and  phrases  of  a  nature  to  lead  to  the  false 
supposition  that  they  are  British  goods,  and  inviting  His 
Majesty's  Government  to  negotiate,  with  the  French  Govern- 
ment with  a  view  of  obtaining  protection  for  British  marks 
in  France,  and  also  requesting  our  Government  to  make  in 
any  future  treaties  or  arrangements  the  protection  of 
fcieign  maiks  in  the  United  Kingdom  conditional  upon  a 
reciprocal  protection  being  extended  to  British  marks  in  the 
countries  where  such  foreign  marks  originate.  The  Associa- 
tion has  been  informed  that  the  terms  of  the  memorial  are 
receiving  attention.] 


Coronation  Honours. 

THE  list  of  Coronation  Honours  was  issued  on  June  19, 
and  contains  several  names  of  interest  to  the  chemical 
and  drug  trades,  a  good  proportion  being  medical  men. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe,  who  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
negotiations  which  resulted  in  the  passing  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  has  been  made  a  marquess. 

Among  the  Privy  Councillors  is  Mr.  J.  W.  Wilson,  who 
has  been  M.P.  for  North 
Worcestershire  since  1895. 
He  is  a  partner  of  Allbright 
&  Wilson,  phosphorus 
manufacturers,  Edgbaston. 
At  the  present  time  he  is 
Chairman  of  the  Grar 
Committee  which  is  shap- 
ing the  Shops  Bill  for  its 
third  reading. 

Dr.  M.  F.  Cox,  Merrion 
Square,  Dublin,  is  to  be 
sworn  of  the  Privy  Counc 
of  Ireland'.  He  is  a  well- 
known  medical  man,  and 
was  formerly  an  examiner 
at  the  Royal  University, 
Ireland. 

Sir  Charles  Bent  Ball, 
upon  whom  has  been  con- 
ferred a  baronetcy,  is  also 
a  well-known  surgeon  in 

Dublin.  He  is  a  member  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
and  Regius  Professor  of  Surgery  of  Dublin  University.

Ireland.

The  appointments  in  the  Order  of  the  Bath  include  Sir

Hunter,  Solicitor  to  the  Post  Office  ;  Major  Ronald  Ross. 
F.R.S.  ;  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Ewing,  F.R.S.,  who  receive  the 
K.C.B. 

Appointments  in  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St  George 
include  Dr.  J.  R.  Bradford,  M.D.,  D/Sc,  a  Secretary  of 
the  Royal  Society,  who  becomes  K.C.M.G.,  and  Dr.  J.  W. 
Barrett,  M.D.,  of  the  University  of  Melbourne,  and  Dr.

National  Insurance  Bill. 


LARGE  numbers  of  amendments  to  the  Committee  stage 
of  the  National  Insurance  Bill  continue  to  be  placed 
on  the  paper,  close  upon  thirty  having  been  handed  in  by 
Dr.  Addison.  In  one  of  these  he  proposes  in  Clause  8, 
which  deals  with  the  rates  and  conditions  of  benefits,  to 
modify  sub-clause  la  by  inserting  the  words  given  here  in 
italics  : 

(1)  The  benefits  conferred  by  this  Part  of  this  Act  upon 
insured  persons  are — 

(a)  Medical  treatment  and  attendance,  including  the  pro- 
vision of  proper  and  sufficient  medicines,  dressings,  or  any 
other  material  or  appliance  necessary  for  efficient  treat- 
mi  ut  (in  this  Act  called  "medical  benefit"). 

In  respect  to  treatment  in  sanatoria  which  is  covered 
by  the  same  clause,  Dr.  Addison  proposes  to  add  : 

Provided  that  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Treasury,  may  make  arrangements  with  the 
local  Health  Committees  whereby  persons  other  than  persons 
insured  under  this  Act  may  be  able  to  receive  sanatorium 
benefit. 

Clause  13  provides  that  the  benefits  are  to  be  administered 
by  approved  societies  or  the  local  Health  Committees,  rules 
in  respect  to  these  being  dealt  with.  Mr.  Chancellor  pro- 
poses to  add  to  sub-clause  4  the  words  here  printed  in 
italics  : 

Where,  under  any  such  rule  as  aforesaid,  payment  of 
sickness  or  disablement  benefit  is  suspended  on  the  ground 
that  the  djsease  or  disablement  has  been  caused  by  the  mis- 
conduct of  the  person  claiming  the  benefit,  such  person  shall 
nevertheless  continue  to  be  entitled  to  medical  benefit. 
Refvsal  to  submit  to  surgical  operations  or  to  inoculation  or 
vaccination  shall  not  be  held  to  be  misconduct. 

Clause  14  as  introduced  stands  as  follows  : 

(1)  Every  approved  society  and  local  Health  Committee 
shall  for  the  purpose  of  administering  medical  benefit  make 
arrangements  with  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  for 
insured  persons  to  receive  attendance  and  treatment  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  from  such  prac- 
titioners. 

(2)  Every  such  society  or  committee  shall  also  make  pro- 
vision for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and 
medicines  to  insured  persons,  and  no  arrangement  shall  be 
made  with  a  medical  practitioner  under  which  he  is  bound 
or  agrees  to  provide  drugs  or  medicine  for  any  insured 
person  at  an  inclusive  fee,  without  the  consent  of  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners,  which  consent  they  shall  not  give 
unless  the  circumstances  of  any  locality  situate  in  a  rural 
district  are  such  as  to  make  it  expedient  to  do  so. 

(3)  An  approved  society  may  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  local  Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  medical 
benefit  among  such  of  the  members  of  the  society  entitled 
thereto  as  may  be  resident  in  the  county  or  county  borough 
for  which  the  committee  is  established ;  and  on  any  such 
agreement  being  made  the  committee  shall  take  over  such 
administration  and  there  shall  in  each  year  be  paid  out  of 
moneys  credited  to  the  society  such  sum  in  respect  of  every 
member  of  the  society  entitled  to  the  benefit  and  resident 
in  the  county  or  county  borough  as  may  be  agreed  between 
the  society  and  the  committee. 

(4)  If  in  any  year  the  amount  payable  to  a  local  Health  Com- 
mittee in  respect  of  all  persons  for  the  administration  of 
whose  medical  benefit  it  is  responsible  is  insufficient  to  meet 
estimated  expenditure  thereon,  the  committee  may,  through 
the  Insurance  Commissioners,  transmit  to  the  Treasury  and 
to  the  council  of  the  county  or  county  borough  an  account 
showing  the  amount  so  payable  and  the  estimated  expendi- 
ture, and  the  Treasury  and  the  county  covincil  or  the  council 
of  the  county  borough  shall,  if  satisfied  that  the  amounts  so 
payable  and  the  proposed  expenditure  are  reasonable  and 
proper  in  the  circumstances,  sanction  the  expenditure. 

(5)  The  Treasury  and  the  council  of  the  county  or  county 
borough  sanctioning  any  such  expenditure  as  aforesaid  shall 
thereupon  each  be  liable  to  make  good,  in  the  case  of  the 
Treasury  out  of  moneys  provided  by  Parliament,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  council  of  a  county  or  county  borough  out  of  the 
county  fund  or  borough  fund  or  borough  rate,  as  the  case  may 
be,  one  half  of  any  sums  expended  by  the  local  Health  Com- 
mittee on  medical  benefit  in  the  course  of  the  year  in  excess 
of  the  amounts  so  payable  to  the  local  Health  Committee  as 
aforesaid. 

Mr.  Chancellor  now  proposes  to  insert  after  "medi- 
cines "  in  sub-clause  2  : 
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"  which  shall  not  include  scrums,  or  vaccines  or  lymph  for 
vaccination." 

In  the  same  sub-clause  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks  also  proposes 
to  insert  after  "medicine"  : 

"  through  persons  lawfully  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  under  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908." 

Dr.  Addison  proposes  to  add  five  sub-clauses  providing 
for 

arrangements  by  the  local  Health  Committees  with  medical 
practitioners  being  subject  bo  the  approval  of  the  Insurance 
Commissioners,  and  providing  for  a  list  of  approved  medicul 
practitioners  and  free  selection  by  insured  persons  of  doctors 
from  the  list. 

Clause  41  relates,  inter  alia,  to  the  appointment  of  Insur- 
ance Commissioners.  To  sub-clause  1  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks 
proposes  to  add  the  words  in  italics  : 

As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  there  shall 
be  constituted  for  the  purposes  of  this  Part  of  this  Act  Com- 
missioners (to  be  called  the  Insurance  Commissioners),  with 
a  central  office  in  London,  and  with  such  branch  offices  as 
the  Treasury  may  think  fit,  and  the  Commissioners  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Treasury,  and  shall  include  representatives 
of  tin  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

Mr.  Joynson-Hicks  also  proposes  to  amend  Clause  42  by 
introducing  the  words  in  italics,  thus  : 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  passing  0f  this  Act  appoint  an  Advisory  Committee  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  the  Insurance  Commissioners  advice 
arid  assistance  in  connection  with  the  making  and  altering 
ot  regulations  under  this  Part  of  this  Act,  consisting  of  repre- 
sentatives of  associations  of  employers  and  approved 
societies,  and  of  duly  qualified  pharmacists,  and  of  such 
other  persons  as  the  Commissioners  may  appoint. 

Clause  43  provides  for  the  appointment  of  local  Health 
Committees  which  are  to  include  at  least  two  members 
who  are  medical  practitioners.  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks  pro- 
poses to  add  : 

"and  tiro  at  least  shall  he  duly  qualified  pharmacists." 

On  Monday,  June  19.  Mr.  Lees  Smith  gave  notice  of 
several  amendments,  including  one  on  Clause  8  to  include 
dentistry  in  medical  benefit.  Mr.  Wedgwood  wants  to 
ensure  that  both  men  and  women  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioners get  work  under  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  Eeplies  to  the  G.M.C. 

In  our  issue  of  June  3,  index  folio  828,  we  printed  ver- 
batim eight  recommendations  approved  by  the  General 
Medical  Council  to  be  submitted  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  for  the  amendment  of  the  Bill.  The  following 
reply  has  now  been  sent  by  the  Chancellor  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  and  should  be  read  with  the  recommenda- 
tions in  the  issue  mentioned  : 

"  Dear  Sir  Donald  MacAlister, — I  am  sending  you,  as  I 
promised,  a  considered  reply  to  the  various  points  and  recom- 
mendations made  m  the  report  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill 
Committee  which  you  left  with  me. 

"  1.  (a)  The  constitution  of  the  Insurance  Commission  will, 
of  course,  be  a  matter  of  great  importance,  but  I  may  say 
that  it  is  my  present  intention  that  a  doctor  should  have 
a  seat  upon  it.  (b)  I  have  always  intended  to  put  doctors 
upon  the  Advisory  Committee,  (c)  The  Bill  provides  that 
doctors  should  be  members  of  the  local  health  committees. 

"  2.  The  Bill  contains  provisions  for  the  transfer  of  medical 
attendance  to  the  local  health  committees.  You  will  find 
these  provisions  in  Clause  14  (3),  (4),  and  (5).  and  you  will  see 
that  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  societies  to  make  arrangements 
lor  the  transfer  of  medical  attendance  under  the  Clause,  for 
in  the  case  of  a  transfer  being  effected  any  excess  in  the  cost 
oi  providing  medical  attendance  may  be  paid  by  the 
Treasury  and  the  county  or  borough  council,  if  sanctioned 
by  them  as  reasonable  and  proper.  At  this  very  early  stage 
of  (he  discussion  as  to  the  medical  arrangements  under  the 
Bill,  and  having  regard  to  the  existence  of  a  great  number  of 
vested  interests  in  contract  practice,  I  do  not  think  that  it 
is  for  the  moment  possible  to  propose  that  societies  should 
be  compelled  to  hand  over  medical  attendance  to  local 
health  committees,  but  it  is  for  the  medical  profession  and 
tie  societies  to  come  to  some  agreement  which  will  make 
this  immediately  possible.  I  entirely  agree  with  the  report 
of  your  committee  in  considering  it  desirable.  The  transfer 
of  the  maternity  benefit  to  the  same  committees  is  a  matter 
which  I  must  consider  carefully,  and  I  am  bound  to  ascertain 


how  such  a  transfer  would  be  regarded  by  the  societies  who 
represent  members  paying  contributions  under  the  Bill  and 
entitled  to  the  benefit. 

'•  3.  It  will  be  possible  under  the  Bill  for  local  health 
committees  to  make  arrangements  such  as  to  admit  of  the 
'  free  choice  of  a  doctor  '  by  the  person  insured.  There  must, 
however,  be  some  limit  on  this  freedom  of  choice,  as  the 
insured  person  cannot  be  allowed  to  change  his  doctor  every 
month  or  every  three  months.  Moreover,  there  must  be  some 
method  of  securing  a  panel  of  doctors  which  would  prevent 
work  being  done  by  members  of  the  profession  who  had 
shown  themselves  vnfit  for  the  performance  of  what  would 
become  a  very  responsible  public  duty. 

""  4.  It,  is  not  quite  clear  what  is  meant  by  this  recom- 
mendation. The  conditions  in  Clause  15  for  sanatorium  treat- 
ment make  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
necessary  for  the  tanatoria,  to  which  the  payments  for  treat- 
ment are  made  from  the  Insurance  Fund.  It  is  contemplated 
that  this  provision  will  carry  with  it  a  certain  amount  ot 
inspection  and  control.  I  am  not  sure  if  your  committee  fully 
realised  this,  and  I  confess  that  I  should  have  hesitated  to 
propose  that  public  inspection  and  control  should  be  extended 
to  the  voluntary  hospitals  which  receive  money  from  the 
approved  societies. 

"  5.  I  agree  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  include  in  the 
Bill  the  provision  that  prescriptions  should  be  carried  out 
by  duly  qualified  persons,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to  prescribe 
by  statute  the  amount  of  surgical  dressings  and  appliances 
which  should  be  supplied  under  a  Government  scheme,  and 
this  question  is  pre-eminently  one  which  should  be  left  to 
regulations  to  be  framed  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners.  In 
framing  regulations  the  Insurance  Commissioners  will  have 
the  help  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  the  doctors  who  are 
represented  upon  it. 

"  6.  It  is  not  proposed  to  make  provisions  in  the  Bill  for 
institutional  treatment  and  operations,  but  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  Bill  to  supply  as  good  service  in  the  way  of  domiciliary 
treatment  as  may  be  found  to  be  financially  possible  under  the 
National  Insurance. 

"7.  Sickness  benefit  cannot  be  given  to  an  insured  woman 
as  well  as  maternity  benefit.  You  will  find  that  this  is  pre- 
cluded by  Clause  8,  subsection  (6),  of  the  Bill.  Sickness 
benefit  in  times  of  confinement  is  not  covered  by  an  ordinary 
sick  insurance,  and  the  cost  of  providing  it  in  these  cases 
is  an  additional  cost.  If  further  money  is  to  be  paid  in  these 
cases  it  can  only  be  done  at  the  price  of  diminishing  other 
benefits.  The  Bill  leaves  the  distribution  of  the  30.5.  to  regula- 
tions which  will  be  drawn  ur>  after  consulting  the  Advisory 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Bill,  and  I  shall  be  very  glad  to 
consider  the  suggestions  which  you  have  made  when  the  regu- 
lations come  to  be  framed. 

"  8.  I  shall  consider  the  suggestion  which  vou  make  that 
deposit  contributors  in  Ireland  should  not  be  limited  in  their 
choice  of  medical  practitioners. — Yours  very  truly. 

"  D.  Lloyd  George." 

The  statements  embodied  in  1,  2,  3,  5,  and  8  applv  to 
chemists  almost  equally  with  doctors,  in  so  far  as  anything 
done  on  these  lines  for  doctors  may  or  should  be  done  for 
chemists. 

Questions  in  Parliament. 
Mr.  Cowan  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  whether  his  attention  has 
been  called  to  a  statement  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  setting  forth  certain  amendments 
desired  by  pharmacists  in  the  National  Insurance  Bill :  and 
whether  he  proposes  to  take  any  action  to  meet  the 
objections  with  which  these  amendments  are  intended  to 
deal.  [The  reply  was  not  to  hand  when  we  went  to 
press. — Ed.] 

The  Marquess  of  Tullibardine's  questions  (printed  in 
our  issue  of  June  17,  index  folio  878)  were  answered  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  Monday,  June  19.  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  said  the  supply  of  drugs  is,  under  the  Bill, 
a  matter  for  the  approved  societies  and  the  Local  Health 
Committees,  who  need  not  adopt  a  per  capita  system.  The 
Insurance  Commissioners  are  not  specially  empowered  to 
interfere,  except  in  so  far  as  they  must,  as  a  condition  of 
approving  any  society,  satisfy  themselves  that  the  society 
is  providing  the  benefits  preseriL-sd  by  the  Bill.  As  to 
that,  the  supply  of  medicines  and  drugs  may  be  under 
the  control  of  the  friendly  societies. — In  reply  to  another 
question,  Mr.  George  said  :  "  The  approved  societies  and 
Local  Health  Committees  retain  under  the  Bill  precisely 
the  same  freedom  as  friendly  societies  at  present  have  in 
regard  to  the  supply  of  drugs.  It  is  of  course  desirable 
that  these  bodies  should  employ  qualified  chemists  for  the 
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purpose,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  interests  of  the  chemists 
will  be  most  favourably  affected  by  the  operation  of  the 
Bill."  Replying  to  a  third  question,  the  Chancellor  said 
that  sickness  benefit  forms  only  a  moderate  proportion  of 
the  benefits  included  in  the  National  Health  Insurance, 
and  that  the  contributions  may  be  required  to  provide 
against  future  liabilities,  more  especially  in  respect  of 
disablement  benefit,  as  well  as  against  the  liabilities 
immediately  arising. 

Major  White  is  to  ask  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
on  June  26,  if  he  will  state  what  steps  he  proposes  to 
take  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill 
to  safeguard  the  interests  of  pharmacists  and  druggists, 
and  to  prevent  their  trade  being  crippled  or  destroyed  in 
the  event  of  the  friendly  societies  wishing  to  set  up 
wholesale  dispensaries. 

Meeting  of  Chemists  in  London. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  con- 
vening an  open  meeting  of  chemists  for  Thursday,  July  6, 
at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  W.C.,  at  4  p.m.  All  London 
chemists  and  those  residing  in  the  six  home  counties  will 
be  specifically  invited,  but  all  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain 
who  can  be  present  are  invited.  The  President  will  be 
in  the  chair,  and  among  those  who  will  support  him  are 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P. 

Wholesalers  and  the  Bill. 
It  has  now  been  arranged  that  a  preliminary  meeting  in 
regard  to  the  medical  benefit  provisions  will  take  place 
on  July  5  between  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  a  few  members  of  the  Council,  with  the  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary,  and  representatives  of  London  and 
provincial  wholesale  druggists — viz.,  Mr.  John  C.  Umney, 
Mr.  Chas.  Alex.  Hill,  Sir  Thomas  Barclay,  Sir  Edward 
Evans,  Mr.  John  C.  Hewlett,  Mr.  Townshend  (Bristol), 
and  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd. 

Apothecaries  and  the  Bill. 

The  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries, 
after  considering  a  report  on  the  Bill,  have  passed  six  reso- 
lutions, four  of  which  deal  with  the  medical  aspects,  and 
two  are  as  follows  : 

That  provision  be  made  in  the  Bill  requiring  medicines  to 
be  dispensed  only  by  persons  legally  qualified  to  dispense. 

That  the  medical  practitioner  be  empowered  without  any 
restriction  to  provide  the  medicines  or  drugs  which  he  pre- 
scribes for  any  insured  person. 

The  other  resolutions  embody  the  policy  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  as  regards  free  choice  of  doctor,  repre- 
sentation and  payment  by  scale,  as  well  as  limiting  the 
benefits  to  persons  with  not  more  than  21.  a  week. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

A  joint  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  and  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation was  held  in  the  premises  of  the  latter,  in  the  Strand, 
London,  W.C.,  on  Thursday,  June  15.  There  was  a  full 
representation  of  the  committees  of  both  bodies.  The 
Honorary  General  Secretaries  of  the  B.P.C.  inform  us  that 
the  official  report  of  the  proceedings  cannot  be  ready  for 
publication  this  week.  They,  however,  send  us  a  copy  of 
the  agenda.  Those  who  represented  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  were  Messrs.  W.  F.  Wells  (President), 
G.  C.  Druce,  F.  W.  Gamble,  A.  Macmillan,  H.  Finnemore, 
J.  F.  Tocher,  T.  Maltby  Clague,  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  and 
E.  Saville  Peck. 

The  agenda  was  as  follows  : 

1.  Confirm  minutes  of  Conference  of  May  19,  1910. 

2.  Appoint  chairman. 

3.  Receive  apologies  for  absence. 

4.  Read  correspondence. 

5.  Consider  questions  of  mutual  interest  to  medical  prac- 
titioners and  pharmacists  arising  in  connection  with  the 
National  Insurance  Bill. 

6.  Consider  report  as  to  the  practice  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery by  unqualified  persons  in  the  United  Kingdom,  issued 
in  November  last  by  the  Privy  Council. 

7.  Receive  report  of  action  taken  by  both  bodies  with  respect 
to  secret  remedies,  including  correspondence  with  the  Par- 
liamentary Committee  on  Food  Reform. 

8.  Any  other  business. 


The  points  of  mutual  interest  in  the  National  Insurance 
Bill  were  fully  discussed,  and  several  resolutions  passed. 
The  report  as  to  the  practice  of  medicine  by  unqualified 
persons  was  not  discussed.  A  report  as  to  secret  remedies 
was  presented  by  the  Conference  based  upon  the  replies 
sent  by  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  to  the  list 
of  questions  recently  distributed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  The  Conference  members  of  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  expressed  themselves  well  satisfied  with  the 
results  of  the  proceedings,  and  consider  that  the  Local 
Associations  throughout  the  country  should  at  once 
endeavour  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Local  Medical  Associa- 
tions either  by  means  of  a  conference  or  a  deputation. 
Fuller  details  will  be  forthcoming  shortly. 

We  learn  independently  that  the  meeting  was  satis- 
factory. The  medical  provisions  of  the  National  Insur- 
ance Bill  occupied  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  members  were  in  accord  regarding  the 
desirability  of  having  the  Bill  so  amended  that  insured 
persons  might  have  free  choice  of  medical  attendants  and 
of  pharmacists  to  dispense  the  medicines. 

The  Position  of  Irish  Pharmacists. 

A  deputation  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  waited  upon  Sir  Henry  A.  Robinson,  P.C.,  K.C.B., 
Vice-President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
at  his  office  in  the  Custom  House,  Dublin,  on  June  16. 
Sir  William  Baxter.  D.L..  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  present  and  introduced  the  deputation,  which 
included  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson,  Vice-President ;  Dr.  J.  A. 
Walsh,  ex-President,  and  Mr.  J.  Smith.  ex-President, 
Dublin;  Messrs.  J.  Tate,  M.C. P.S.I. .  and  W.  J.  Hardy, 
M.C.P.S.I.,  Belfast;  Mr.  P.  N.  White,  J. P.,  M.C.P.S.I., 
Sligo;  and  Mr.  P.  J.  Fielding,  M.P.S.I..  Cork.  The 
Registrar,  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Ferrall,  was  in  attendance.  Sir 
William  Baxter  submitted  the  following  suggestions  for 
amendment  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill  : 

(a)  That  the  dispensing  contemplated  under  the  Bill  should 
be  done  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  pharmacist. 

(b)  That  no  agreement  for  the  supply  of  medicines  for  in- 
sured persons  should  be  made  except  with  a  person,  or  firm, 
entitled  to  carry  on  the  statutory  business  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

(c)  That  the  control  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices to  insured  persons  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittees (subject  to  regulations  passed  by  the  Commissioners), 
and  not  under  the  control  of  friendly  societies. 

(d)  That  pharmacy  should  be  represented  on  the  Health 
Committees  and  on  the  Advisory  Committee,  or  the  Insur- 
ance Commission. 

(c)  That  remuneration  should  be  by  a  scale  system,  and  not 
upon  a  per  capita  basis. 

(/)  That  a  panel  of  all  qualified  pharmacists  in  a  particular 
district  willing  to  arrange  for  a  supply  of  medicines  to  insured 
persons  at  the  scale  rate  should  be  set  up,  so  that  the  insured 
person  could,  within  the  limit  of  the  panel,  choose  his  own 
pharmacist. 

((/)  That  pharmaceutical  benefits  should  not  be  extended 
to  persons  earning  more  than,  say,  104/.  per  annum. 

Sir  William  entered  very  fully  into  the  different  sugges- 
tions, especially  pointing  out  the  long  training  and  severe 
examinational  tests  to  which  pharmacists  have  had  to 
submit  before  obtaining  their  diplomas,  and  urging  the 
need  of  the  amendments  in  order  to  safeguard  their 
interests. 

Dr.  Walsh  and  Mr.  Watson  followed,  urging  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  embodying  the  amendments  in  the  Bill, 
giving  the  experience  of  the  Society  under  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act.  1908;  this  being  that,  the  County 
Councils  simply  ignored  the  provision  requiring  them, 
before  granting  a  licence  to  take  into  consideration 
whether  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  public  were 
satisfied.  They  particularly  urged  that  the  qualification 
clauses  should  be  embodied  in  the  Bill,  urging  that  it  was 
only  reasonable  the  legally  qualified  dispenser  should  be 
specifically  mentioned,  and  thus  put  on  a  par  with  the 
qualified  medical  practitioner.  They  also  pointed  out  that 
the  limit  of  160/.  per  annum  was  too  high  for  Ireland,  and 
urged  that  it  should  be  fixed  at  1047.  per  annum. 

The  subsequent  discussion  was  of  a  conversational 
character,  in  the  course  of  which  Sir  Henry  pointed  out 
that  under  the  Bill  as  it  stands  the  approved  societies  would 
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be  able,  when  arranging  for  the  supply  of  drugs,  to  adopt 
many  of  the  suggestions  of  the  deputation,  but  he  doubted 
very  much  if  it  would  be  practicable  or  reasonable  to 
deprive  the  societies  of  all  control  over  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  services  which  they  were  responsible  for 
providing  for  their  insured  members.  The  suggestion  of 
a  panel  in  paragraph  (/)  seemed  to  be  a  useful  one  and  well 
worth  considering.  He  also  stated  that  in  Ireland,  where 
an  income  of  160/.  a  year  indicated  a  more  comfortably 
circumstanced  person  than  it  would  in  England,  there  no 
doubt  might  be  strong  arguments  found  in  favour  of  a 
Teduced  limit  such  as  that  suggested.  He  said  he  was 
surprised  to  see  so  much  hostility  to  the  Bill  on  the  part 
of  the  Poor-Law  medical  service,  as  he  believed  that  if 
they  understood  its  provisions  as  regards  Ireland  they 
would  see  that  their  positions  and  prospects  would  be 
vastly  improved.  He  said  he  would  be  glad  to  know 
whether  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  already  an 
efficient  Poor-Law  service  in  Ireland  which  provides  pre- 
cisely the  same  sickness  benefits  as  the  Bill  proposes  to 
do,  the  medical  profession  would  be  in  favour  of  excluding 
medical  benefits  from  the  Irish  provisions  altogether,  and 
whether  this  would  meet  their  ob  jections  to  the  Bill  ? 

On  behalf  of  the  deputation  it  was  stated  in  reply  that 
this  question  was  one  which  they  were  hardly  in  a  position 
to  answer  at  present,  but  some  of  the  members,  speaking 
entirely  for  themselves  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  said  they  would  be  in  favour  of 
this  course. 

Sir  Henry  thanked  the  deputation  for  the  information 
they  had  given  him,  and  said  he  would  take  careful  notes 
of  all  the  suggestions  as  regards  Ireland,  and  would  com- 
municate them  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  before 
the  Bill  went  into  Committee  ;  and  Sir  William  Baxter 
having  thanked  Sir  Henry  Robinson  for  his  courteous 
reception  of  them,  the  deputation  withdrew. 

Messrs.  Maw's  Action. 

Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  7  to  12  Aldersgate  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  issued  the  following  circular  letter  dated 
June  16  to  their  customers  : 

Re  1  it'  2  George  V. — National  Insurance  Bill. 

You  are  no  doubt  aware  this  Bill  is  now  being  dealt  with 
by  Parliament,  and  as  certain  proposed  clauses  are  very 
material  to  the  "trade,"  we  are  taking  the  opportunity  of 
calling  your  attention  thereto,  so  that  you  may  be  fully 
alive  to  the  effects  thereof  should  you  not  already  have 
given  the  matter  your  consideration.  Clause  14,  Sections 
1  and  2  of  the  said  Bill  read  as  follows : 

[Here  Sub-clauses  1  and  2  are  quoted.] 
And  if  the  Bill  be  allowed  to  become  law  in  its  present  form 
the  effect  of  Section  2  aforesaid  will  be  that  the  approved 
society  and  local  Health  Committee  mentioned  in  Section  1 
might  provide  and  supply,  to  that  class  who  will  qualify  for 
benefit  under  the  Act,  that  which  the  qualified  retail  phar- 
macist has  hitherto  supplied,  or,  to  put  it  in  another  way, 
the  small  trader  would  inevitably  suffer  severely.  There- 
fore it  is  incumbent  upon  every  pharmacist  to  exert  himself 
to  the  utmost  with  the  object  of  the  ultimate  amendment  of 
this  clause  as  set  out  in  the  enclosed  letter,  and  we  suggest 
that  the  best  and  most  effective  method  of  attaining  this 
object  is  for  every  pharmacist  to  write  to  his  representative 
in  Parliament  a  letter  on  the  lines  of  the  one  we  enclose,  and 
thus  ensure  that  the  pharmacists'  views  on  this  all-important 
clause  shall  be  speedily  brought  before  Parliament.  While, 
however,  addressing  you  on  this  matter,  we  wish  it  to  be 
understood  that  our  efforts  are  only  intended  as  being  entirely 
supplementary,  and  in  no  way  derogatory  to  any  step  or 
action  that  is  or  may  be  taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
or  any  local  organisation  you  may  be  interested  in. 

Accompanying  this  letter  was  one  which  recipients  could 
send  to  their  members  of  Parliament  : 

This  letter  says  that  "  it  is  essential  to  every  qualified  retail 
pharmacist  that  Clause  14  should  be  amended  by  the  inser- 
tion of  a  few  words  to  the  effect  that  the  beneficiaries  afore- 
said shall  be  compelled  to  buy  their  drugs  and  medicines  from 
a  duly  qualified  retail  pharmacist.  Furthermore,  it  is  most 
essential  that  the  beneficiary  should  have  a  free  hand  in  the 
choice  of  pharmacists,  and  that  a  scale  of  charges  for  dis- 
pensing should  be  fixed  by  the  Act,  and  thus  prevent  the 
society  from  carrying  on  its  own  dispensary,  and  with  this 
object  in  view  I  ask  that  you  will  use  your  utmost  endeavours 
on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists'  trade  to  bring  their  views  before 
the  House  as  speedily  as  possible." 


Dispensary  Practice. 
As  a  contribution  to  the  facts  regarding  arrangements 
under  which  doctors  attend  patients  and  chemists  dispense 
medicines,  we  have  before  us  the  last  annual  report  of  a 
self-supporting  dispensary  in  one  of  the  most  populous 
industrial  towns  in  England.  In  a  statement  issued  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  new  members  the  following  remarks 
occur,  and  they  show  well  the  nature  of  the  work  under- 
taken : 

The  Board  of  Management  is  elected  annually ;  there  are 
no  life  governors ;  honorary  subscribers  and  beneficiary 
members  are  eligible  for  election,  so  that  the  management  is 
representative  in  character.  There  are  no  expensive 
buildings  involving  capital  expenditure  and  annual  charges 
for  up-keep,  as  the  members  visit  the  doctors'  surgeries  as 
private  patients,  and  the  prescriptions  are  made  up  by 
chemists,  whose  shops  are  situated,  one  or  more,  in  every 
district  where  the  dispensary  has  a  doctor,  so  that  the  rent 
for  one  central  office  for  administrative  purposes  is  the  only 
charge  of  this  kind.  The  chemists  above-mentioned  are 
qualified  by  examination,  thus  insuring  for  the  members 
correct  dispensing  ;  and  their  shops  are  open  at  hours  con- 
venient for  members  requiring  medicine. 

The  income  of  this  dispensary  in  1910  was  1,671/.  from 
members'  payments,  and  only  56/.  from  subscriptions  and 
donations.  The  principal  items  of  expenditure  were  859/. 
for  medical  officers'  fees  and  575/.  for  chemists'  fees  and 
extras.  We  understand  that  chemists  receive  Is.  Zd.  per 
annum  per  adult  member  and  Is.  per  annum  for  each  child. 
Low  though  this  is  there  is  a  good  margin  of  profit,  as  the 
prescriptions  are  chiefly  for  6tock  mixtures,  but  the  profit 
is  gross,  not  net.  The  important  fact  in  connection  with 
this  institution  is  that  the  ratio  of  medical  fees  to  chemists- 
fees  differs  much  from  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  ratio,  which 
is  the  doctor  three  and  the  chemist  one.  The  above  figures 
are  nearer  three  and  two.

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Notes. 

The  Western  Chemists'  Association  has  issued  a  circular 
to  its  members  asking  them  to  write  to  their  M.P.s  and 
request  them  to  confer  with  Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 

Chemists  from  all  parts  of  the  country  are  taking  advantage 
while  in  London  to  do  some  lobbying.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
effective  ways  to  get  support. 

The  "  Liverpool  Courier "  of  June  16  printed  an  article 
by  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  headed  "  The  Position  of  the 
Chemists:  Ruin  Threatened."  It  was  an  "appeal  to  the 
public  to  help  safeguarding  not  only  the  chemists'  rights, 
but  also  their  own  interests." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  and  District  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce on  Monday  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  told  how  the  Bill  will 
affect  chemists,  and  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  also  spoke  on  the  same 
subject,  moving  a  resolution  that  to  ensure  under  Clause  14  that 
drugs  and  medicines  shall  be  supplied  to  insured  persons, 
advantage  be  taken  of  the  statutory  channels  provided  by 
the  Pharmacy  Acts.    The  motion  was  carried. 

The  "East  London  Observer"  stated  last  week  that  Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  is  to  receive  an  important  appoint- 
ment when  the  Bill  is  enacted.  This  is  erroneous  and  entirely 
without  foundation.  The  statement  appears  to  be  based  on 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones' s  visit  to  Germany,  the  "Observer"  being 
unaware  apparently  that  the  visit  was  on  behalf  of  chemists, 
and  not  for  the  Government.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has  no  desire 
to  get  an  appointment  under  the  Act,  and  it  is  not  at  all  likely 
that  he  would  take  it  if  it  were  offered  to  him. 

The  committee  which  is  dealing  with  the  Bill  on  behalf 
of  the  L'nionist  party  appears  to  have  found  in  the  complaints 
made  by  chemists  regarding  Clause  14  an  opportunity  for 
attacking  the  measure.  Mr.  Cooper,  M.P.,  instituted  on 
their  behalf  some  inquiries  among  chemists,  but  it  was  soon 
learnt  that  there  was  no  need  for  these,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  and  other  bodies  having  taken  such  a  grip  of  the 
matter  that  all  that  remains  is  for  Unionist  M.P.s  to  join 
with  the  Liberal  and  Labour  members  to  support  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  in  his  advocacy  of  amendments  which  will  give  effect  to 
chemists'  desires.  We  understand  that  Mr.  Cooper  is  desirous 
of  assisting  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
LTnionist  support  will  be  given  to  chemists'  amendments  as 
far  as  that  can  be  done. 


CHEMISTS'  SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Lancaster  Chemists'  Association.— A  special  meeting 
was  held  at  the  King's  Arms  Hotel,  Lancaster,  to  consider  the 
National  Insurance  Bill.  After  a  lengthy  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  appoint  Messrs.  Vince  (President),  J.  B.  Shattock 
(Secretary),  and  Gorst  as  a  sub-committee  to  draw  up  a 
resolution.  This  has  been  done,  the  resolution  embodying 
those  submitted  to  the  Chancellor  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  Mr. 
Vince  has  interviewed  the  local  M.P.,  and  given  him  a  copy 
of  the  resolution. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association.— At  a.  meeting  of  the 
directors  held  on  June  15  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  sup- 
port the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  their  endeavour  to  obtain 
satisfactory  amendments  to  the  Bill,  and  also  to  assist  the 
Society  in  making  the  meeting  of  chemists  to  be  convened 
by  that  body  at  an  early  date  as  great  a  success  as  possible. 
A  letter  is  being  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Association  em- 
bodying the  proposals  for  amendments  of  the  Bill  which  are 
necessary  to  protect  the  business  interests  of  chemists. 

Cheltenham  and  Gloucester  Pharmacists'  Associa  1 
tion.  —  The  President  (Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas)  presided 
at  the  meeting  held  in  the  Oriental  Cafe,  Cheltenham,  on 
June  15.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  W.  Barron,  J. 
Ward,  F.  T.  Palmer,  H.  B.  Clark,  A.  Hill,  T.  T.  Dolman, 
W.  H.  Hampton,  C.  H.  James,  W.  Marchant,  W.  Palmer, 
and  W.  H.  Hill  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  National  Insurance 
Bill  was  fully  discussed,  and  a  resolution  was  carried  unani- 
mously supporting  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  the  action 
taken  by  the  deputation  appointed  to  interview  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  but  asking  that  benefits  be  not  extended  to  persons 
earning  more  than  21.  weekly.  It  was  decided  that  the  sum- 
mer outing  be  to  Cirencester,  Bibury,  and  Foss  Cross. 

Hartlepools  Chemists'  Association.— A  special  meet- 
ing was  held  in  the  Grand  Hotel  on  June  15  to  discuss  the 
National  Insurance  Bill.  Alderman  T.  Clarkson  presided 
over  a  well-attended  meeting.  After  considerable  discussion 
the  official  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed,  and  the 
members  further  resolved  :  {a)  To  influence  our  local  mem- 
bers of  Parliament  to  support  amendments  involved  in  the 
above  claims;  (6)  to  confer  with  medical  men  iri  our  district, 
and  co-ooperate  with  them  in  obtaining  concessions;  and 
(c)  to  educate  public  opinion  in  these  matters.  A  petition 
signed  by  all  pharmacists  in  the  district  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Lloyd  George,  M.P.,  requesting  him  to  modify  Clauses  14 
and  15,  and  asking  his  careful  consideration  of  the  official 


resolutions.  Letters  were  also  sent  to  each  of  the  local  mem- 
bers of  Parliament  (Messrs.  Furness  and  Hayward)  request- 
ing them  to  appoint  a  day  to  meet  a  deputation  consisting 
of  Alderman  T.  Clarkson,  J. P.,  Messrs.  Barker,  Denton, 
Ferry,  Gamlen,  Levie,  and  A.  Whitehead. 

North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association.— A 
meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Bull  Hotel,  Church  Street, 
Blackburn,  on  June  14,  to  consider  the  State  Insurance  Schem  e 
as  it  affects  the  interests  of  chemists.  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford, 
J. P.,  was  voted  to  (the  chair.  The  meeting  considered  in 
detail  the  points  raised  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  in  the  interview 
with  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  June  1.  The  clauses 
were  accepted,  except  in  regard  to  clauses  e  and  g,  which  deal 
with  the  remuneration  being  on  a  scale  system  and  providing 
that  _  pharmaceutical  benefits  should  not  apply  to  persons 
earning  more  than  160Z.  per  year.  The  following  were 
accepted  in  their  place  : 

"  That  this  meeting  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists 
considers  that  any  capitation  grant  for  the  supply  of  medi- 
cines, surgical  dressings  and  appliances  under  the  proposed 
Insurance  Bill  is  a  mere  gamble,  and  declines  to  entertain 
any  scheme  for  their  supply,  except  under  a  tariff  arrange- 
ment, by  which  adequate  payment  will  be  made  for  goods 
supplied  and  services  rendered." 

"  That  this  meeting  is  of  opinion  that  all  persons  having 
a  wage  of  21.  per  week  and  upwards  are  not  fit  subjects  for 
State  charity,  are  in  a  position  to  pay  ordinary  prices,  and 
should  therefore  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Insur- 
ance Bill."

DEATH. 


Boyce. — At  Park  Lodge,  Sefton  Park  Road,  Liverpool, 
on  June  16,  Sir  Rubert  William  Boyce,  M.B.,  F.R.S., 
Holt  Professor  of  Patho- 
logy, University  of  Liver- 
pool, and  Dean  of  the  Liver- 
pool School  of  Tropical 
Medicine,  aged  forty-nine. 
Sir  Robert  had  a  seizure  in 
1906,  and  suffered  a  second 
one,  of  milder  appearance, 
only  a  few  weeks  ago.  On 
Thursday  of  last  week  he 
was  working  as  usual  in  'his 
laboratory,  and  had  a 
seizure  after  luncheon,  and 
passed  peacefully  away  on 
Friday  evening.  Sir  Rubert 
Boyce  was  a  son  of  the  late 
Mr.  R.  H.  Boyce,  C.B.,  and 
received  his  medical  educa- 
tion at  University  College, 
London,  and  at  Heidelberg 

and  Paris.  He  became  L.R.C.S.  and  L.R.C.P.  London  in 
1888  and  in  the  following  year  M.B.  London.  He  con- 
tinued his  work  at  University  College  as  assistant  to  Sir- 
Victor  Horsley,  and  published  in  1892  a  text-book  on 
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Morbid  Histology.  At  this  period  he  was  a  candidate  for 
the  professorship  of  botany  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  but,  happily  for  medical 
science,  he  did  not  receive  the  appointment,  and  was 
appointed  in  1894  Holt  Professor  of  Pathology  to  Liver- 
pool University.  As  a  member  of  the  professorial  staff, 
his  extraordinary  energies  were  of  the  greatest  service  in 
the  foundation  of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Tropical  Medi- 
cine. He  was  bacteriological  analyst  for  the  city  of 
Liverpool  and  held  many  other  offices,  most  of  them  of  an 
honorary  nature.  For  example,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis.  His  services  to  medi- 
cal science,  and  especially  to  tropical  medicine,  were 
recognised  in  1906  by  his  knighthood.  We  may  recall  the 
fact  that  a  few  years  ago  he  endeavoured  to  found  a 
pharmaceutical  department  in  connection  with  the  Liver- 
pool University.  Sir  Rubert  married  Kate  Ethel, 
daughter  of  Mr.  William  Johnston,  of  Woodslee,  Brom- 
borough,  Cheshire.  Lady  Boyce  died  in  1907,  but  his 
daughter  survives  him.

MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


"  Hydrarsan"— a  Substitute  for  Salvarsan. 

Dr.  J.  C.  McW alter  communicates  to  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal  "  a  note  in  regard  to  the  use  of  a  mixture 
or  compound  of  a  salt  of  arsenic  with  phenyl  dimethyl-iso- 
pyrazolon  and  mercuric  perchloride  combined  with  potas- 
sium iodide  in  place  of  salvarsan  in  the  treatment  of 
syphilis.  The  compound  is  colloquially  termed  "  hydrar- 
san." It  appears  to  have  an  extraordinarily  potent  effect 
on  the  manifestations  of  syphilis.  Its  characteristic  seems 
to  be  that  an  apparent  cure  is  effected  after  a  few  doses, 
but  that  a  recrudescence  or  relapse  occurs  if  the  remedy  be 
not  persevered  in.  As  concerns  dosage,  quite  moderate 
amounts  appear  sufficient — say,  in  each  dose  : 

Phenazonum  gr.  10 

Mercuric  perchloride    Rr.  8 

Arsenic  chloride  S1"-  in 

Potassium  iodide  gr.  5 

It  is  best  given  in  solution,  and  Dr.  McWalter  used  with 
it  tincture  of  cinchona,  which  possibly  augments  the  action.

"Thirty-five  thousand  Chemists 

in  the  United  Kingdom  "  ! 
Dr.  Rentoul  may  be  an  authority  on  the  abuse  of  hospitals, 
but  this  shows  that  he  knows  little  about  the  drug  busi- 
ness. If  he  had  divided  35,000  by  3,  he  would  have  been 
just  about  right,  for  I  am  quite  sure  that,  taking  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  together,  the  number  in  business  barely 
exceeds  12,000.  If  to  that  number  be  added,  say,  500 
branches  of  limited  companies,  you  will  have  a  total  of 
certainly  less  than  13,000.  In  order  to  arrive  at  35,000 
Dr.  Rentoul  would  require  to  include  chemists'  assistants, 
qualified  and  unqualified,  as  well  as  apprentices,  and  even 
then  I  doubt  if  there  would  be  anything  like  the  figure  he 
names.  The  good  doctor  thinks  we  are  all  so  lazy  and 
apathetic  that  we  cannot  put  forward  a  scheme  to  guaran- 
tee reliable  drugs  for  sick  working-men,  their  wives  and 
children.  As  to  that,  the  trouble  is  that  there  are  too 
many  schemes  on  foot.  There  is  in  fact  a  regular  eacoethes 
of  scheming,  and  much  of  it  not  very  illuminating.  It  is 
really  not  a  question  of  apathy,  but  of  a  somewhat  muddled 
head  waiting  for  the  tail  to  give  the  lead. 

A  Pretty  General  Agreement 

seems  to  have  been  arrived  at 
as  to  what  we  should  ask  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George  with  regard 
to  the  Insurance  Bill;  an  arrangement  similar  to  that 
obtaining  in  Germany,  as  outlined  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Millard 
last  week,  would  be  substantially  just,  and  would  satisfy 
most  pharmacists.  It  was  advocated  in  these  columns 
from  the  first.  We  are,  however,  not  quite  so  nearly  of 
one  mind  as  to  the  means  we  should  employ  to  secure  this, 
or  the  temper  in  which  we  should  set  about  it.  The  first 
essential  is,  as  I  have  said  before,  to  persuade  Mr.  George, 
and  it  does  not  matter  whether  this  is  done  directly  or 
through  the  House  of  Commons.  Both  ways  ought  to  be 
tried,  and  are  being  tried,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  an  impression  favourable  to  our  cause  has  been  made. 
But  an  angry  or  unreasonable  attitude,  anything  savouring 
of  party  prejudice  or  of  greed,  and  any  d  priori  condemna- 
tion of  the  scheme  as  transcending  the  "  rights  of  the 
State,"  will  hinder  rather  than  help  us,  as  will  also  any 
standing  upon  our  own  "  rights."  I  am  afraid  that  your 
correspondent 

Mr.  William  Smith  of  Durham 

falls,  or  comes  near  to  fall- 
ing, into  several  of  these  errors.  The  points  he  advances 
for  our  consideration  are,  speaking  generally,  worthy  of 
consideration,  and  they  are  well  put,  but  even  here  he 
goes  astray  at  times,  and  once  at  least  shows  unmistakably 
the  cloven  hoof.  I  refer  especially  to  points  8  and  14 ; 
but  the  attitude  they  display  is  shown  in  others  too. 
Personally  I  cannot  see  why  any  class  of  customers  likely 
to  frequent  a  respectable  pharmacy  should  be  regarded 
as  "  undesirables,"  or  how  the  cost  of  a  hundred  prescrip- 
tions can  be  affected  otherwise  than  favourably  by  an 
incursion  of  any  class  of  customers.  "  The  certainty  of 
ultimate  conversion  of  doctors  and  chemists  into  State 
cows,"  again,  is  a  mere  bogey,  and  a  very  absurd  bogey. 
It  is  a  pity  that  Mr.  Smith  should  have  allowed  prejudice 
thus  to  vitiate  his  in  many  respects  admirable  resume  of 
the  points  we  ought  to  consider,  but  he  is  only  one  among 
many  who  seem  incapable  of  an  impartial  view  of  a 
measure  affecting  their  own  immediate  interests. 
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16  exceedingly  satisfactory. 
For  a  long  time  the  Association  represented  only  a  minute 
section  of  the  drug-trade,  though  every  man  in  business 
has  benefited  enormously  by  its  operations.  Even  now  the 
number  of  members  is  probably  not  much  more  than  one- 
third  of  those  who  ought  to  subscribe,  but  there  is  some 
satisfaction  in  seeing  a  yearly  increment,  even  though  it 
is  sometimes  very  small.  It  is  rather  surprising  that  three- 
fifths  of  the  membership  subscriptions  comes  from  the 
manufacturers,  who  cannot  be,  I  should  think,  one- 
twentieth  of  the  number  of  the  retailers.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
has  many  claims  on  our  gratitude,  but  surely  not  one  that 
better  deserves  recognition  than  his  work  in  initiating  and 
carrying  on  this  Association.  To  get  rid  of  the  incubus 
of  a  large  "stop  list"  must  have  involved  the  exercise 
of  not  a  little  of  the  suaviter  in  modo  no  less  than  the 
fortiter  in  re  ;  fortunately  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  possesses  both 
characteristics  in  an  exceptional  degree. 

The  Sea  Dyaks  of  Borneo, 

like  all  savage  peoples,  regard 
disease  as  a  kind  of  demoniacal  possession,vand  the  healing 
art  as  practised  among  them  is,  according  to  the  account 
given  of  it  by  Mr.  Gomes  in  his  recently  published  book, 
almost  entirely  magic.  The  manang,  or  witch-doctor,  uses 
scarcely  any  medicine,  but  relies  upon  incantations  and 
symbolical  ceremonies  which,  if  they  have  any  effect  at 
all,  must  owe  it  to  the  faith  of  the  patient.  It  is  true 
the  manang  will  not  undertake  the  treatment  of  such 
scourges  as  cholera  and  smallpox,  for  the  cure  of  which 
sacrifices  and  offerings  must  be  resorted  to.  Mr.  Gomes 
quotes  from  Bishop  Hose,  of  the  Sarawak  Mission,  an 
interesting  description  of  a  Dyak  medicine-chest  (or  rather 
basket)  which  was  shown  to  him  as  a  fair  specimen  of  its 
kind.  It  contained  only  six  articles  that  were  thought  to 
be  of  any  importance.  Four  of  these  were  stones  of 
different  kinds,  one  was  a  petrified  section  of  a  fish,  and 
one  was  said  to  be  a  petrified  root-stock  of  a  kind  of  wild 
ginger.  None  of  these  articles  was  used  otherwise  than 
outwardly,  in  rubbings  or  other  applications.  More  im- 
portant than  any  of  them  is  the  pelican  stone,  which  is 
used  to  procure  the  co-operation  of  the  spirit  that  dwells 
in  the  bird.  The  Bishop  could  not  get  a  sight  of  it,  and 
was  told  that  it  is  very  rare.  Next  perhaps  in  importance 
is  the  Batu  bintang,  or  star  stone,  which  similarly  repre- 
sents the  spirit  of  the  tortoise.  The  only  things  that  can 
rightly  be  classed  under  materia  medica  of  which  Mr. 
Gomes  seems  to  have  heard  as  in  use  in  Sarawak  are  the 
betel-nut,  the  pepper-leaf  (sireh),  ginger,  areca-nut  blos- 
soms, and  a  native  spirituous  drink  called  tuak,  and  all 
these,  too,  are  used  only  externally  or  as  offerings  to 
demons.  Seeing  that  Borneo  has  always  been  famous  for 
its  camphor,  was  one  of  the  chief  geographical  sources  of 
the  bezoar  stone,  and  produces  many  confessedly  valuable 
medicinal  substances,  such  as  mastic,  etc.,  this  paucity  of 
medicine  in  native  practice  is  very  remarkable. 

The  Use  of  Armorial  Bearings 

is  a  subject  on  which  there 
is  admittedly  room  for  difference  of  opinion.  The 
magistrate  who  dismissed  the  action  of  the  London  County 
Council  against  Mr.  Kirk,  V.S.,  may  have  been  quite 
right  in  his  law,  but  the  reasons  he  gave  for  his 
decision  were  by  no  means  convincing.  I  wonder 
what  would  happen  if  medical  men  took  it  into  their  heads 
to  use  the  Arms  of  the  colleges  where  they  were  educated 
or  of  the  corporations  that  examined  them,  in  order  that 
their  patients  might  know  that  they  were  "qualified" 
men  !  The  evidence  of  qualification  lies  not  in  the  fact 
that  a  man  has  been  trained  at  a  certain  college,  but  that 
he  has  the  right  to  the  use  of  certain  initials  after  his 
name.  The  practice  adopted  by  Mr.  Kirk  and  by  hundreds 
of  his  professional  brethren,  as  well  as  by  many  chemists, 
has  now  been  declared  legal  when  used  in  trade,  and  all 
these  men  can  now  breathe  freely — for  a  time.

National  Insurance  Bill. 

VII.  — Provisions  as  to  Medical  Benefits. 

The  longer  the  National  Insurance  Bill  and  the  probable 
amendments  to  it  are  considered  the  more  difficult  becomes 
the  question  of  payment  of  medical  benefit.  Here  we 
are  only  concerned  with  the  payment  for  drugs  and 
medicines,  and  we  do  not  propose  to  discuss  at  present 
the  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  payment  per  capita 
and  according  to  scale.  Our  object  is  to  extract  from  the 
Bill  those  passages  which  are  likely  to  have  a  deter- 
mining effect.  Clause  14  (3)  enables  friendly  societies 
to  arrange  with  local  health  committees  to  administer 
medical  benefit — i.e.,  to  provide  doctors  and  drugs; 
and  where  such  arrangement  is  come  to,  societies 
will  pay  to  the  committees  a  sum  yearly  for  each  member 
of  the  society.  This  is  a  per  capita  receipt,  and  naturally 
per  capita  payment  would  follow,  hut  nothing  in  the  Bill 
compels  the  health  committees  to  adopt  that  method  of 
payment,  or  prevents  them  paying  doctors  per  visit,  or 
dispensers  by  the  value  of  the  medicine  dispensed.  The 
latter  proposition  has  support  in  Sub-clause  5,  which 
recognises  that  the  amounts  received  by  the  committees 
|  may  be  insufficient  for  the  medical  benefit  provided,  and 
I  when  that  occurs,  one-half  of  the  excess  of  expendi- 
|  ture  will  be  paid  by  the  Treasury  and  the  other  half  by 
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the  county  or  borough  council.  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  the  terms  of  the  Bill  do  not  preclude  scale  payment. 
The  per  capita  system  accords  with  practice ;  it  is  the 
method  generally  followed  by  friendly  societies  at  pre- 
sent, and  the  fear  is  that  they  will  continue  the  system 
when  the  Bill  becomes  law.  It  will  be  possible  for  them 
to  increase  their  present  membership  of  six  millions  by 
another  nine  millions  at  least,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  having  estimated  that  the  residuum  rejected 
by  the  societies  will  be  less  than  a  million.  This  residuum 
is  to  be  treated  by  or  through  the  local  health  committees. 
We  believe  that  doctors  and  chemists  are  right  in  their 
fear  that  administration  of  medical  benefit  by  the  societies 
is  tantamount  to  continuing  the  present  system  of  payment 
per  capita,  and  that  one  of  the  most  promising  means  for 
ensuring  a  better  method  of  payment  is  to  place  medical 
benefit,  like  sanatorium  benefit,  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
the  health  committees.  It  must,  however,  be  noted  that 
the  money  for  the  sanatorium  benefit  is  not  paid  to  the 
friendly  societies,  but  to  the  health  committees,  while 
the  rest  is  paid  to  the  societies  and  is  to  be  employed  for 
medical,  sickness,  disablement,  maternity,  and  additional 
benefits.  The  societies  (who  already  own  dispensaries 
in  some  parts)  may,  as  already  stated,  hand  over 
the  medical  benefit  part,  but  no  other,  to  the  health  com- 
mittees. This  is  the  point  which  gives  the  strongest  hold 
for  chemists  and  doctors  :  by  altering  "  may  "  in  Clause  14 
(3)  to  "shall"  the  whole  thing  might  be  done,  but  it 
will  be  seen  from  the  Chancellor's  letter  to  Sir  Donald 
MacAlister  that  he  is  averse  to  doing  this  in  the  Bill. 
He  would  prefer  to  leave  the  Insurance  Commissioners  to 
do  it.  More  pressure  is  needed,  and  will  no  doubt  be 
applied.  It  should  be  observed  that  medical  benefit  has 
to  be  administered  by  health  committees  under  Clause  32 
to  deposit  contributors,  so  that  there  will  be  two  systems 
at  work  if  the  friendly  societies  keep  medical  benefit  in 
their  own  hands.  Indeed,  there  may  be  hundreds  of 
systems,  because  Clause  20  gives  the  societies  power  to 
form  local  branches  of  250  or  more  members,  with  their 
own  committees,  and  these  would  no  doubt  make  their  own 
arrangements.  However  well  supervised  these  branches 
might  be,  we  do  not  anticipate  that  this  subdivision  would 
work  out  for  better  payment  of  local  doctors  and  chemists, 
or  that  it  would  do  anything  else  than  encourage  per 
capita  payment.  All  things  considered,  the  case  for  getting 
this  question  settled  in  the  Bill,  rather  than  left  to  the 
Insurance  Commissioners,  is  very  strong.  Practically  all 
the  points  for  amendment  that  the  pharmaceutical  deputa- 
tion submitted  to  the  Chancellor  have  already  been  pro- 
vided for  by  private  members.  The  official  amendments 
have  yet  to  be  drafted,  and  this  will  be  done  in  good  time. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  returned  to  his  Parliamentary  duties  on 
June  15.  The  information  regarding  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  which  he  gathered  on  the  Continent  will  be  of 
great  service  to  the  Government  and  Parliament  as  well  as 
to  pharmacists.  We  do  not  mean  that  Continental  methods 
will  be  adopted,  but  that  they  will  be  serviceable  in  shaping 
the  system  which  may  be  formulated  under  the  Bill.  It 
is  satisfactory  to  know  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  recognised 
on  both  sides  of  the  House,  from  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  downwards,  to  be  the  authority  in  the  House  in 
regard  to  drugs  and  medicines.  Excellent  evidence  of  this 
has  been  afforded  by  the  reference  to  him  of  an  inquiry 
on  behalf  of  the  Unionist  Social  Committee  by  Mr.  R.  A. 
Cooper,  M.P.,  who,  since  his  issue  of  a  series  of  questions 
to  certain  chemists,  has  consulted  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and 
recognises  that  the  interests  he  has  in  view  are  safe  in  his 
hands.  Many  other  M.P.s  have  also  consulted  him,  and 
all  appreciate  the  advantage  of  having  a  colleague  such 


as  he  to  whom  they  can  turn.  It  is,  therefore,  important 
that  when  chemists  write  to  their  members  they  should 
ask  them  to  consult  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  and  write  as  concisely 
as  possible.  Probably  a  committee  of  M.P.s  most  inter- 
ested in  the  chemists'  questions  will  be  formed,  and 
arrangements  made  for  watching  the  progress  of  the  Bill 
and  the  pro-pharmaceutical  amendments.  We  are  pleased 
to  learn  that  so  far  as  Ireland  is  concerned  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  representatives  have  had  a  satisfactory 
interview  with  Sir  Henry  Robinson.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  the  income  level  will  be  brought  down  to  21.  a  week 
in  Ireland,  and,  it  will  be  observed  from  the  report  of  the 
deputation  which  we  publish,  that  the  probability  of  taking 
medical  <  benefit  out  of  the  Bill,  in  its  application  to 
Ireland,  is  seriously  considered.  A  similar  eventuality 
for  Great  Britain  should  not  be  overlooked,  as  it  would 
greatly  simplify  the  task  before  Mr.  Lloyd  George.  Were 
this  to  happen,  we  do  not  suppose  it  would  be  unanimously 
applauded  by  chemists.  One  of  the  greatest  pharmaceu- 
tical advantages  in  the  Bill  is  its  promise  of  giving 
pharmacists  dispensing  to  do.  Without  medical  benefit 
this  will  not  happen. 


Opium  Cultivation  irrChina. 

We  announced  last  week  that  the  so-called  Opium  Con- 
ference to  be  held  at  The  Hague  on  July  1  had  been  tem- 
porarily abandoned  until  statistical  and  other  information 
could  be  gathered  as  to  the  abuse  of  morphine,  cocaine, 
and  other  drugs.  Following  on  this,  an  important  and 
valuable  report  on  the  opium  question  in  China,  in  the 
form  of  despatches  from  Sir  Alex.  Hosie,  has  been  issued 
as  a  White  Paper  (Cd.  5658).  It  may  be  recalled  that  at 
the  Shanghai  International  Opium  Conference  in  1909 
China  had  to  admit  officially  that  she  could  give  no 
statistical  proof  of  a  reduction  in  cultivation  of  opium 
within  her  territories.  It  was  accordingly  suggested  by 
the  British  Government  that  an  inquiry  should  be  made 
by  a  British  official,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  area 
under  cultivation  which  now  exists,  and  to  lay  down  a 
basis  for  comparison  in  the  future.  Sir  A.  Hosie  was 
requested  to  make  personal  investigations  on  the  spot,  and 
the  result  is  a  very  interesting  report,  with  somewhat  inde- 
finite conclusions,  which  is  perhaps  natural  when  one 
considers  the  difficulty  that  exists  of  obtaining  accurate 
estimates,  and  having  to  depend  on  wily  Chinese  officials. 
Sir  A.  Hosie  spent  four  months  in  the  provinces  of  Shansi, 
Shensi,  and  Kansu,  which  are  known  to  have  been  great 
centres  of  opium  production  and  exportation  in  the  past, 
and  two  of  which— Shensi  and  Kansu— continue  to  be  great 
producing  and  exporting  provinces.  In  the  province  of 
Shansi,  it  would  appear,  from  statistics  supplied  by  the 
Governor  of  Shansi  to  Sir  A.  Hosie,  that  the  total  amount 
of  opium  produced  in  that  province  during  1908  was 
14,052,143  Chinese  oz.  (1  =  li  oz.  English),  whereas 
in  1904  the  production  was  39,776,818  Chinese  oz. 
Since  1908.  however,  the  Governor  assured  Sir  A. 
Hosie  that  he  had  successfully  eradicated  the  poppy  in 
Shansi,  cultivation  ceasing  in  1909.  The  Governor  seemed 
to  think,  however,  that  because  opium  production  bed 
ceased  in  Shansi  they  were  entitled  to  some  further  con- 
cession by  the  British  Government  in  regard  to  the  export 
of  opium  from  India,  but  on  this  point  Sir  A.  Hosie  re- 
minded him  that 

"  Shansi  is  only  one  of  many  provinces,  that  no  foreign 
opium  is  consumed  therein,  and  that  China's  curtailment,  of 
oroduction  must  be  judged,  not  by  individual  provinces,  but 
by  the  Empire  as  a  whole.  I  also  told  him  what  seemed  to  take 
him  by  surprise— that,  according  to  the  memorandum  on 
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opium  presented  by  the  Chinese  delegates  to  the  Shanghai 
International  Opium  Commission  in  1909,  the  production  of 
opium  in  China  in  1903  was,  according  to  Customs  reports, 
estimated  at  about  eight  times  the  quantity  of  foreign  opium 
imported  into  China  in  that  year,  and  even  as  much  as  ten 
times  that  quantity  in  1906,  so  that  the  menace  to  China  in 
the  matter  of  opium  was  not  India,  but  the  product  of  China 
itself.  Not  only  did  the  Governor  and  Provincial  Assembly 
assure  me  of  absolute  suppression,  but  all  British  subjects 
with  whom  I  came  in  contact  informed  me  that,  to  the  best  of 
their  knowledge  and  belief,  opium  was  no  longer  a  product 
of  Shansi,  and  the  fact  that  his  Exeellency  invited  personal 
inspection  of  his  province  by  a  British  official  would  appear 
to  show  that  he  was  perfectly  convinced  that  eradication  was 
complete." 

It  would  appear,  however,  that  the  Chinese  Government 
were  not  satisfied  that  suppression  in  Shansi  was  complete, 
for  an  edict  was  issued  on  September  27  stating  that,  as  the 
result  of  secret  inquiries  made  by  the  Board  of  Finance 
officers,  they  found  that  "  every  province  had  been  guilty 
of  varnishing  truth,"  and  in  many  provinces  there  had 
been  no  suppression  of  opium  at  all.  The  edict  com- 
manded that  the  Viceroy  and  the  Governors  be  handed  over 
to  the  Board  concerned  for  punishment  for  transmitting 
mistaken  reports  to  the  Throne.  Passing  on  to  Shensi,  it 
was  claimed  that  there  had  been  a  diminution  in  cultiva- 
tion of  from  60  to  80  per  cent.,  but,  so  far  as  Sir  A. 
Hosie's  personal  observations  extended,  he  says,  *  it  may 
be  as  much  as  30  per  cent.,  but  is  certainly  much  under 
50  per  cent."  The  cultivation  is  carried  on  openly  in 
Shensi,  and  on  a  very  extensive  scale  in  many  districts. 
In  the  province  of  Kansu  it  appears  that  in  some  districts 
energetic  steps  have  been  taken  to  diminish  poppy  culti- 
vation ;  in  others  official  instructions  have  been  disregarded, 
officials  engaged  in  the  work  of  suppression  have  been 
resisted  and  beaten,  and  in  several  districts  there  has 
been  considerable  increase  of  production.  Sir  A.  Hosie 
also  visited  Szechuan  and  Yunnan,  which  were  for  many 
years  the  greatest  opium-producing  provinces  in  China, 
and  although  he  travelled  several  thousand  miles  he  saw 
few  poppy-fields,  which  fact  points  to  a  greatly  diminished 
cultivation.  From  the  amount  of  minute  detail  given  in 
the  report,  there  seems  to  be  no  question  that  the  opium 
trade  is  slowly  responding  to  the  efforts  of  the  Chinese, 
but  in  the  absence  of  any  machinery  for  compiling  accu- 
rate statistics  the  rate  of  progress  cannot  be  indicated. 

It.  would  appear  that  the  diminution  of  exports  from 
India  did  not  properly  restrict  imports  into  China  last 
year;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  stimulated  prices  in  China  to 
such  a  point  that  they  attracted  opium  from  other  quarters 
(including  Persia  and  the  Straits  Settlements)  and  forced 
upon  China  opium  that  in  the  ordinary  course  would 
not  have  gone  to  it.  The  only  remedy  for  this  state  of 
things  is  believed  to  be  a  prohibition  by  China  of  the 
import  of  more  opium  into  its  open  ports  than  is  permitted 
to  be  exported  thereto  from  India.  As  a  step  in  this  direc- 
tion, the  Indian  Government  has  announced  that  hence- 
forth it  is  to  mark  all  opium  allowed  to  be  exported  by  it 
to  China  under  the  International  Agreement,  and  give  cer- 
tificates for  its  identification.  The  number  of  chests  to  be 
exported  from  India  in  1911  to  all  countries  is  fixed  by  the 
Agreement  of  1907  at  46,600  chests,  of  which  30,600  chests 
are  for  China  and  16,000  chests  for  non-Chinese  ports. 
The  average  annual  import  of  Indian  opium  into  China 
before  1908  was  about  51,000  chests,  but  under  the  1907 
Agreement  the  chests  certified  for  China  will  be  15,300 
chests  in  all  for  the  years  1915-17.  It  is  open  to  grave 
doubt  as  to  whether  native  cultivation  will  have  been 
suppressed  l.y  1917.  II  is  maintained  in  commercial  circles 
that  India  is  being  asked  to  sacrifice  several  millions  of 
revenue,  while  there  is  no  restriction  placed  on  the  imports 


from  Persia.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Persia  sent  120,000  lb. 
to  China  in  1909-10  and  220,000  lb.  in  1908-9,  principally 
for  the  reason  of  the  very  high  prices  ruling  in  China. 
This  doubtless  will  be  experienced  to  even  greater  degree 
in  the  future,  and  what  is  to  prevent  Turkey  from  in- 
creasing her  area  of  production?  The  Orientals  are  born 
speculators,  and  the  fact  that  opium  would  be  gradually 
getting  scarcer  and  dearer  and  consumers  desperate 
would  be  sufficient  to  invite  smuggling  on  a  larger  scale 
than  hitherto.  This  is  India's  grievance,  and  before  Great 
Britain  sacrifices  her  right  in  the  matter  it  will  be  as  well 
to  see  that  the  eradication  of  the  poppy  is  thorough,  com- 
prehensive, and  permanent. 


Colouring-matters  in  Food. 

Dr.  Samuel  Rideal,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  has  communicated  to 
"The  Lancet  "  of  June  10  and  17  the  results  of  an  investi- 
gation of  certain  substances  used  in  colouring  food.  Egg- 
yellow,  lemon-yellow,  annatto-substitute,  and  natural 
annatto  were  the  substances  with  which  he  experimented, 
and  his  general  conclusions  are  that  egg-yellow,  lemon- 
yellow,  and  annatto-substitute  when  taken  internally  cause 
no  physiological  disturbances  and  are  therefore  harmless 
in  the  quantities  used  f  or  colouring  foodstuffs.  The  experi- 
ments on  natural  annatto  show  that  a  considerable  quantity 
of  the  colouring-matter  is  absorbed  and  exists  as  such  in 
the  blood,  from  which  it  is  capable  of  being  transferred 
at  least  to  the  skin  and  probably  to  many  other  tissues  of 
the  body.  No  apparent  harm,  however,  followed  the  ad- 
ministration to  mice  of  large  quantities  for  short  periods. 

A  Half-crown's  Worth. 

An  examination  in  business  knowledge  is  considered  by 
many  connected  with  British  pharmacy  to  be  a  requirement 
for  the  qualification  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  The  idea  is 
consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  retail  chemist,  but  is  in* 
consistent  with  the  statutory  conditions  for  registration. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Societies  are  required  to  confine  them- 
selves to  subjects  which  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
handling  of  drugs  and  medicines,  especially  poisons,  with 
a  view  to  ensuring  the  safety  of  the  public,  which  is  en- 
dangered if  the  chemist  is  not  well  acquainted  with  the 
goods  which  he  handles.  Business  knowledge  is  in  a 
different  category,  and  is  really  essential  for  the  well- 
being  and  commercial  safety  of  chemists  themselves.  These 
remarks  are  induced  by  the  appearance  of  a  third  edition 
of  the  little  book  entitled  "  Opening  a  Pharmacy,"  which 
we  first  published  about  ten  years  ago.  The  basis  of  the 
book  was  an  article  in  our  Diary  for  1890  and  a  fuller 
treatise  published  in  the  Winter  Number  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  1896.  These  articles,  in  a  somewhat  altered 
guise,  have  been  appropriated  without  authority  or  a  word 
of  thanks  by  a  contemporary  since.  In  book  form,  the  first 
edition  which  we  published  was  an  unpretentious  little 
volume,  confined  solely  to  the  opening  order  for  drugs,  etc. 
In  the  second  edition  some  supplementary  information  was 
given,  and  we  have  again  in  the  third  edition  greatly  ex- 
tended the  book,  so  that  it  is  about  three  times  the  size  of 
the  first  edition,  and  the  nature  of  the  information  makes 
it  suitable  for  all  in  the  trade  who  are  on  the  outlook  for 
business  knowledge.  One  of  the  new  features  is  a  series  of 
hints  on  shopfitting,  with  illustrations.  This  begins  with 
the  following  trite  remarks  : 

"  The  '  dispensing  '  that  many  chemists  have  to  do  consists 
in  filling  the  wants  of  customers  as  quickly  as  possible,  and 
transferring  pennies  from  their  pockets  to  the  till.  Cash 
trading  is  almost  modern  in  the  drug-trade;  there  are  still 
many  in  it  who  can  remember  when  cash-customers  were 
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tolerated  and  booking  customers  respected.  Now,  money 
'  down  on  the  nail  '  is  what  most  chemists  want,  and  they 
know  that  cash-trading  must  be  done;  in  fact,  in  many  dis- 
tricts it  is  the  only  possible  way  of  doing  business.  England 
is  mainly  working  class,  and  the  demand  for  small  quantities 
or  values  of  medicine  and  the  like  for  the  '  humble  brown  '  is 
large.  Some  care  has  to  be  exercised  in  selling  in  '  smalls,' 
but  once  the  organisation  is  complete,  such  a  business  is 
found  to  be  highly  profitable,  and  with  this  added  advan- 
tage— your  takings  are  in  your  till  each  night." 

This  introduces  the  chapter  in  which  Labour  and  time- 
saving  devices  in  ishopfitting  are  described.  There  is  also 
a  chapter  on  business  knowledge  and  prices,  and  one  on  the 
books  of  the  pharmacy  and  books  of  account,  while  "  Stock- 
taking and  Stockkeeping  "  are  dealt  with,  besides  those 
laws  which  bear  directly  upon  the  drug-trade.  The  book 
is  thus  particularly  useful  for  apprentices  and  assistants, 
and  may,  in  fact,  be  regarded  as  indispensable  in  every 
pharmacy  on  account  of  the  business  hints  that  it  gives 
and  the  information  readily  available  in  it  respecting  many 
anatters  on  which,  advice  is  wanted  by  employers  and 
employes  alike.  It  can  be  obtained  through  any  whole- 
sale house  for  half-a-crown,  or  direct  from  our  office,  by 
post,  for  2s.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 

Six  fatalities,  including  one  death  from  misadventure,  have 
been  reported  since  our  last  issue  up  to  Tuesday  night : 

Carbolic  Acid  was  the  agent  which  caused  the  self-inflicted 
deaths  of  Jane  Long  (47),  widow,  Shepshed,  and  Sarah  Read 
(76),  postmistress,  Dunmow. 

Laudanum  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Mary  Fry 
(41),  widow,  Battersea.  Three  bottles  which  had  contained  the 
drug  were  found  in  a  coal-cellar. — An  overdose  of  the  same 
opiate  caused  the  death  of  Therza  Ida  Brown  (68),  widow,  at 
Southend-on-Sea. 

Mercurial  Poisonina. — At  Kingston-on-Thames,  Charles 
William  Back  committed  suicide  by  taking  mercury  per- 
chloride.  He  stated  before  his  death  that  he  had  taken 
10  grains  of  the  salt. 

Silver  Cyanide. — A  verdict  of  death  from  prussic-acid 
poisoning  was  found  by  a  Portadown  coroner's  jury  in  the 
case  of  a  woman  named  Brown.  Deceased's  husband  kept 
silver  cyanide  in  his  workshop  for  the  purposes  of  his  trade 
as  plater.  A  large  quantity  of  prussic  acid  and  silver  cyanide 
was  found  in  the  woman's  stomach. 
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NORTH  BMH1SH  BRANCH. 

THE  annual  meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edin- 
burgh, on  June  lb,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Chairman  of  the 
Executive,  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Gilmour  said  that  in  address- 
ing the  meeting  for  the  third  and  last  time  he  had  to  record 
a  year  of  strenuous  and  sustained  activity  signalised  by  two 
events  of  the  first  magnitude  in  their  bearing  on  the  future 
of  pharmacy,  namely,  the  publication  of  the  draft  scheme 
for  a  compulsory  curriculum  by  the  Society's  Council  and 
the  recent  advent  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  which, 
if  carried  into  law,  even  in  the  amended  form,  would 
profoundly  and  permanently  transform  many  of  the  condi- 
tions of  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Gilmour  then  re- 
ferred to  the  Privy  Council  Report  on  Unqualified  Medical 
Practice,  regretting  the  policy  of  an  inquiry  which  gave 
such  arbitrary  and  inconclusive  results.  The  irregu- 
larities at  Dumfries  in  connection  with  the  granting  of 
poison  licences  were  dealt  with,  and  then  the  Chairman 
discussed  at  some  length  the  draft  scheme  for  a  compulsory 
curriculum.  He  did  not  agree  with  the  suggestion  to  estab- 
lish "  permissive  division  "  of  the  Qualifying  examination. 
The  Chairman  next  detailed  the  steps  that  have  been 
taken  to  secure  amendments  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill. 
Practical  unanimity  has  been  obtained  on  the  salient  points 
of  the  Bill.  Chemists  must  continue  to  press  their  claims 
assiduously  and  unflinchingly  until  the  battle  is  won. 

The  Executive  Election. 
The  Assistant  Secretary  then  read  the  report  of  the 
scrutineers  appointed  to  examine  the  voting-papers  for 
members  of  the  new  Executive.  From  this  it  appears  that 
794  voting  papers  were  issued  and  288  returned,  of  which 
three  were  informal.

Mr.  Stephenson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 


a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  scrutineers,  which  Mr.  Merson 
seconded,  and  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  Chairman  then  declared  that  the  eighteen  success- 
ful candidates,  together  with  the  President  of  the  Societv- 
(Mr.  C.  B.  Allen),  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  W.  L.  Currie), 
and  Mr.  David  Gilmour  (Dunfermline)  as  ex-officio  mem- 
bers, would  constitute  the  Executive  for  1911-12. 

There  are  four  new  members  on  the  Executive,  Messrs. 
Jack,  Somerville,  McMillan,  and  Yule,  who  take  the  place 
of  Messrs.  Archibald  Currie,  Moir  (Glasgow).  Coull,  and 
Mitchell  (Inverness),  the  last  two  of  whom  did  not  seek 
re-election. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  David  Storrar,  seconded  by 
Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously 
accorded  to  the  Chairman  for  his  services  during  the  year. 
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National  Insurance  Bill. 

Mr.  Storrar  said  he  thought  some  general  referenceshould 
be  made  with  regard  to  a  question  which  is  the  most  im- 
portant that  has  come  before  them  during  his  time.  It  is 
difficult,  he  said,  to  exaggerate  the  effect  of  the  passing 
of  this  Insurance  Bill  in  any  form  on  their  craft.  Passed 
in  any  form  whatever  it  is  certain  to  seriously  alter  the 
■conditions  of  their  trade  in  future  years ;  and  if  it  passed 
in  its  present  form  without  amendment,  he  had  very  little 
hesitation  in  thinking  it  would  shut  up  many  businesses. 
At  the  same  time  there  is  no  use  losing  their  heads  on  the 
matter — (hear,  hear) — there  is  no  use  gushing  over  it.  The 
proper  thing  to  do  is  to  meet  the  matter  in  a  fair  and  manly 
way  and  see  what  amendments  are  necessary.  It  is  quite 
true  that  this  Bill  is  being  introduced  with  an  absolutely 
cynical  indifference  to  the  interests  of  medical  men  and  phar- 
macists. Discussing  the  Bill,  all  parties  recognise  one  or  two 
things.  They  recognise  to  begin  with  that  the  root  object  of 
the  Bill — namely,  to  supply  medical  treatment  to  people 
who  are  not  very  well  able  to  afford  it — is  a  good  thing. 
It  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  second  thing  they 
should  keep  in  mind  is  that  they  cannot  make  an  omelette 
without  breaking  eggs.  Chemists  have  no  vested  interest 
in  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  public.  The  third  thing  is 
that  the  Bill  is  going  to  pass.  If  it  does  not  pass  this 
Session  it  will  pass  next.  They  must  also  remember  that 
there  are  two  sides  to  the  question,  and  they  are  apt  to  see 
only  their  own  side.  He  thought  it  would  be  perfectly 
easy  to  make  a  fairly  good  stand  against  the  points  he  had 
raised.  All  he  would  say  was  that  no  reform  ever  succeeded 
which  carried  an  injustice  on  its  face.  This  is  an  injustice 
to  medical  men  and  pharmacists.  Mr.  Storrar  concluded 
by  advising  his  friends  to  interview  the  Scottish  members. 

Mr.  D.  Gilmour  outlined  the  steps  that  are  being  taken 
by  the  Council,  and  reminded  the  meeting  that  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  had  advised  chemists  to  introduce 
amendments  through  members  of  Parliament. 

A  resolution  was  passed  supporting  the  action  of  the 
Executive. 


EXECUTIVE  MEETING. 
A  Meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch 
was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  June  16,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour  (Glasgow)  presiding. 

The  late  Mr.  Hardie. 
The  Chairman  made  reference  to  the  death  of  Mr.  James 
Miller  Hardie  (Dundee),  which  took  place  on  May  9,  and 
it  was  agreed  to  record  in  the  minutes  an  appreciation  of 
him  and  an  expression  of  their  sense  of  loss  in  his  death, 
and  to  convey  their  sincere  sympathy  to  his  widow. 

National  Insurance  Bill. 

The  report  of  the  action  taken  by  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  with  reference  to  this  Bill  was  submitted'.  Men- 
tion was  made  of  the  arrangements  made  to  secure  that 
local  Associations  and  members  of  the  Society  should  get 
into  touch  with  members  of  Parliament  to  explain  the 
position  of  pharmacists,  and  to  secure  their  support  in 
obtaining  the  necessary  amendments.  A  number  of 
members  of  Parliament  had  been  interviewed,  and  on  the 
whole  with  eminently  satisfactory  results,  indicating  a 
general  consensus  of  opinion  that  the  case  presented  by  the 
Scottish  pharmacists  is  reasonable  and  fair,  and  that  the 
amendments  they  sought  for  should  be  given  effect  to. 
Printed  statements  were  submitted.  One  showed  required 
amendments  on  Clause  14  (2),  Clause  41  (1),  and  Clause  43 
(5).  The  other  paper  was  a  statement  of  the  position  for 
presentation  to  M.P.s. 

The  Vice-President  stated  that  a  suggestion  has  been 
made,  which  he  thought  should  be  adopted  without  delay, 
that  a  Scottish  deputation  might  go  to  London  to  meet  the 
Scottish  members  of  Parliament  at  the  House  of  Commons 
and  lay  before  them  the  special  circumstances  of  Scotland 
in  relation  to  the  Bill  and  the  amendments  which  -would 
meet  their  case. 

A  full  discussion  took  place,  and  it  was  ultimately  agreed, 
on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Doiq,  seconded  by  Dr.  Coull.  to  remit 
to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to  arrange  for  a  deputa- 
tion representative  of  the  local  Associations,  and  the  folJow- 
ing  members  of  the  Executive  intimated  their  willingness 


to  form  part  of  this  deputation  :  The  Vice-President  (Mr. 
W.  L.  Currie),  Mr.  David  Gilmour,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour 
(Chairman  of  the  Executive),  Mr.  Wm.  Giles,  J. P.  (Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Executive),  and  Mr.  J.  Anderson  Russell, 
Greenock. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Edinburgh  District  Chemists' 
Trade  Association  thanking  the  Executive  for  the  use  of  the 
Society's  House  for  holding  their  meetings,  and  intimating 
as  an  acknowledgment  of  this  kindness  a  donation  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  and  to  the  Orphan  Fund  of  the  Society. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Cod-liver  Oil  Condition-mixture.— At  Driffield  (Yorks) 
on  June  15,  Markham,  Sons  &  Co.,  of  SiddalFs  Mills,  Derby, 
were  summoned  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act 
by  the  East  Riding  of  Yorks  County  Council  for  selling 
cod-liver  oil  condition-mixture  containing  about  30  per  cent, 
of  rice  husk,  an  ingredient  not  disclosed,  and  for  failing 
to  give  an  invoice  stating  the  respective  percentages  of  oil 
and  albuminoids  contained  in  the  mixture.  The  purchaser 
paid  11.  14s.  per  cwt.  for  the  article.  Mr.  J.  A.  Voelcker, 
analyst,  said  that  the  value  of  the  mixture  was  61.  per  ton. 
The  defence  was  that  rice  husk  was  not  a  worthless  ingredient, 
and  that  it  was  a  necessary  addition  in  order  to  grind  the 
locust  beans.  The  meal  was  warranted  to  contain  1  per  cent, 
of  oil  and  3  per  cent,  of  albuminoids.  The  Bench  imposed  a 
fine  of  5/.  and  costs.    Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 

Traveller's  Commission.— At  Great  Yarmouth  County 
Court  on  June  15,  before  Judge  Wilmot,  James  Holme?, 
junr.,  commercial  traveller,  Yarmouth,  sued  the  Crown  Per- 
fumery Co.,  London,  for  11/.  lis.,  balance  of  commission  due. 
The  defendants  counterclaimed  for  5/.  Is.  9(Z.,  value  of  plain- 
tiff's samples. — It  was  stated  that  plaintiff  was  engaged  by  the 
defendants  in  1908  at  salary,  expenses,  and  5  per  cent,  com- 
mission. He  was  sent  to  Scotland  as  an  experiment,  and 
his  total  sales  were  965/.  9s.  4tZ.,  his  commission  being 
48/.  14s.  td.  Various  payments  were  made,  leaving  a  balance 
due  of  11/.  lis.  It  was  denied  that  plaintiff  agreed  to  buy 
the  samples,  and  he  had  returned  all  he  had.  The  secretary  for

the  commission  was  to  be  paid  on  net  proceeds  only. 
Travellers  were  instructed  to  quote  catalogue  prices,  which 
were  subject  to  a  trade  discount  of  15  per  cent.  If  a  traveller 
gave  an  extra  5  per  cent,  he  lost  his  commission.  If  goods 
were  returned  customers'  accounts  were  credited,  and  the 
traveller's  commission  correspondingly  reduced.  The  net 
proceeds  of  plaintiff's  orders  were  918/. — Plaintiff's  solicitor 
offered  to  accept  II.  Is.  Id.  if  the  defendants  withdrew  the 
counterclaim,  but  the  Judge  said  that  if  there  was  a  defence 
the  company  should  have  been  properly-  represented.  He 
gave  judgment  for  plaintiff  for  11/.  lis.  If  defendants 
thought  fit,  they  might  apply  for  a  new  trial. 

Oil  of  Bergamot  Dispute.— In  the  City  of  London 
Court  on  June  15,  before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs. 
Felton  &  Crepin,  oil  merchants,  5  Savage  Gardens,  claimed 
4/.  7s.  6d.  against  Mr.  G.  L.  Boutin,  13  Lime  Street,  E.C., 
as  damages  for  not  delivering  certain  oil  of  bergamot  which 
he  had  sold  to  them.  Plaintiffs'  representative  stated  that 
in  September  1910  they  bought  50  lb.  of  oil  of  bergamot  cif 
the  defendant  at  13s.  9d.  per  lb.  Defendant  did  not  deliver 
it  in  time,  and  they  had  to  buy  against  him  in  the  open 
market,  That  cost  them  Is.  9cZ.  per  lb.  more,  and  they  now 
claimed  the  difference.— Defendant  said  he  sold  the  oil  of 
bergamot  to  the  plaintiffs  as  an  agent.  The  contract  was 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  sample,  and  as  the  sample 
was  never  approved  he  disputed  his  liability  to  the  plaintiffs. 
His  seller  never  delivered  to  him,  or  he  would  have  de- 
livered to  the  plaintiffs.  The  oil  was  coming  from  Sicily,  but 
the  people  with  whom  he  dealt  said  it  was  not  a  firm  order. 
Plaintiffs  knew  he  was  acting  for  somebody  else.  He  bad 
claimed  against  his  sellers,  but  they  would  not  acknowledge 
the  claim  because  the  contract  was  not  firm.  Plaintiffs' 
representative  said  they  had  dealt  only  with  the  defendant. 
They  never  heard  of  him  having  any  principals.  The 
fact  that  they  had  not  a  sample  did  not  affect  the  matter. 
The  defendant  never  sent  them  a  sample.  Defendant: 
Because  I  never  had  the  goods  from  my  people.  Judge 
Rentoul  said  that  did  not  matter.  Defendant  sold  to  the 
plaintiffs  and  did  not  deliver.  Defendant  was  to  have  sub- 
mitted a  sample,  and  plaintiffs  would  have  had  to  take 
the  oil  unless  the  sample  was  bad.  Defendant  never  gave 
the  plaintiffs  a  chance  of  seeing  whether  it  was  good  or 
bad.  Plaintiffs'  representative  added  that  they  supposed 
the  defendant  held  the  oil  himself.  Judge  Rentoul  said 
judgment  must  be  given  for  the  plaintiffs,  with  costs. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Vidal  Black. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  June  16,  Mr.  Justice  Parker 
delivered  judgment  in  the  action  brought  by  the  Vidal 
Dyes  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  against  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  of  Black- 
ley,  Manchester,  and  Bead  Holliday  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  aniline- 
dye  manufacturers,  Huddersfield,  for  an  injunction 
restraining  an  alleged  infringement  of  a  patent  for  a  black 
dye  for  cotton'  goods  obtained  by  the  reaction  of  sulphur 
upon  diamidophenols  and  diamidonaphthols,  and  known  as 
"  Vidal  Black."  The  defendants  denied  infringement,  and 
challenged  the  validity  of  the  patent  upon  the  grounds  of 
common  knowledge  that  plaintiffs'  invention  was  not 
useful,  and  that  it  was  insufficiently  described  in  the 
specification.  Hie  Lordship  held  that,  although  there  was 
some  difference  in  the  way  the  defendants'  dyes  were  made, 
they  were  an  infringement  of  plaintiffs'  process,  and 
granted  the  injunction  asked  for,  with  costs,  and  also  an 
inquiry  as  to  damages.  He  granted  plaintiffs  a  certificate 
of  validity  of  the  patent. 

Advertising  "Junora." 
Mr.  Justice  Scrutton  and  a  common  jury  concluded  in 
the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Friday,  June  16,  the  hearing 
of  the  action  of  F.  E.  Coe  International  Advertising,  Ltd. 
v.  Marshall  &  Marshall,  Ltd.  The  plaintiffs  sought  to 
recover  122/.  6*.  6(/.  for  services  rendered  in  regard  to 
advertising  the  defendants'  "Junora"  tonic-wine.  The 
defendants  denied  liability,  and  counterclaimed  59/.  10s., 
which  they  said  plaintiffs  had  corruptly  paid  to  a  Mr. 
Worsley  as  secret  commission.  After  the  evidence,  his 
Lordship,  in  summing  up,  asked  the  jury  to  say  whether 
defendants  employed  plaintiffs  to  do  the  advertising  work, 
and,  if  so,  what  was  the  fair  price  to  charge  for  the  work 
done.  On  the  counterclaim  he  asked  the  jury  to  say 
whether  the  defendants  knew  that  Worsley  was  being  paid 
commission  or  salary  by  the  plaintiffs  when  they  employed 
him,  and  whether  he  (Worsley)  had  been  paid  a  secret  com- 
mission to  influence  defendants  in  giving  plaintiffs  their 
advertising  work.  The  jury,  after  consulting  for  nearly 
an  hour,  answered  the  whole  of  the  questions  submitted  to 
them  in  favour  of  the  plaintiffs.  Judgment  was  accordingly 
entered  for  the  plaintiffs  on  the  claim  and  counterclaim. 

Ainslie  Walker  v.  Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Neville  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
June  16,  Mr.  Jenkins,  K.C.,  moved  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
Ainslie  Walker  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  Jeyes'  Sani- 
tary Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  its  directors  from  removing 
•or  dismissing  Mr.  Walker  from  the  office  of  managing 
director  Of  the  company. — Mr.  Jenkins  said  the  company 
was  formed  in  1887.  It  had  been  suggested  that  Mr. 
Walker's  appointment  had  been  determined  by  dismissal, 
but  there  was  an  agreement  under  seal  dated  August  23, 
1906,  under  which  Mr.  Walker  was  appointed  managing 
director  of  and  consulting  chemist  to  the  company  for  ten 
years  as  from  January  1,  1906,  which  term  would  conse- 
quently expire  in  1916  ;  but  there  wa,3  a  provision  for  the 
determination  of  the  agreement  by  six  months'  notice  in 
certain  events,  and  there  was  a  restrictive  covenant  for  a 
period  of  five  years  binding  the  plaintiff  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  agreement  not  to  enter  into  the  employ  of  a 
rival  company.  In  October  1910  the  plaintiff  proceeded 
to  India  on  the  business  of  the  company,  and  remained 
there  until  April  of  the  present  year.  When  he  got 
back  to  England  he  found  awaiting  him  a.  letter  in  which 
it  was  intimated  that  the  directors  had  unanimously  passed 
a  resolution  that  in  their  opinion  Mr.  Walker's  services 
should  be  confined  to  the  scientific  work  of  the  company, 
and  that  the  agreement  of  1906  be  modified  to  the  extent 
of  relieving  him  of  the  managing  directorship.  Mr.  Walker 
had  declined  to  accede  to  these  proposals,  and  eventually 
on  May  23  the  directors  purported  to  pass  a  resolution 
dismissing  him. 

Mr.  Peterson,  K.C.  (appearing  against  the  motion),  read 
an  affidavit  from  a  Mr.  Barber,  one  of  the  directors,  to 
the  effect  that  for  a  considerable  time  before  Mr.  Walker 
visited  India  the  directors  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
method  in  which  Mr.  Walker  had  conducted  business,  and 


thought  that  he  should  devote  more  time  and  attention  to 
the  experimental  and  research  sides  of  the  business. 

In  an  affidavit  read  by  Mr.  Jenkins  the  plaintiff  denied 
every  allegation  that  he  had  neglected  any  of  his  duties. 
He  admitted  that  it  had  been  suggested  he  should  devote 
more  time  to  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  work,  but 
then  his  duties  as  managing  director  had  been  of  a  very 
onerous  character.  He  had,  however,  received  full  reports 
from  the  works.  Tests  which  required  attention  had  been 
carried  out,  and  Mr.  Walker  further  declared  that  he  had 
installed  a  telephone  at  his  private  residence  by  which 
he  had  kept  in  touch  with  those  departments  in  question. 

Mr.  Jenkins  submitted  that  the  action  of  the  directors 
was  invalid  in  that  they  had  no  power  to  dismiss  his 
client  under  the  agreement  unless  they  had  made  out  a 
case,  which  counsel  contended  they  had  not.  He  desired 
an  expression  from  the  Court  that  there  was  no  founda- 
tion for  this  dismissal  said  to  have  been  conveyed  by  the 
resolution  in  question. 

Without  calling  on  Mr.  Peterson,  the  Judge  said  he 
did  not  think  this  was  a  case  for  an  interim  application. 
The  board  had  it  in  their  power  to  remove  the  managing 
director  in  certain  events,  and  it  seemed  to  him  he  must 
assume  the  action  of  the  board  was  the  action  of  the  com- 
pany. When  the  case  came  on  for  trial  it  might  be  that 
a  different  aspect  would  be  put  upon  it,  but  at  present  he 
would  make  no  order  on  the  application.  The  costs  would 
be  costs  in  the  action. 

"  Wincarnis  "  and  "  Car  vino." 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  June  16,  Mr.  Justice 
Swinfen  Eady  tried  an  action  by  Coleman  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
against  Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  a  motion  in  rela- 
tion to  the  registered  trade-marks  Nos.  305,293,  and  306.121 
of  Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  the  Trade-Marks  Act, 
1905.  Mr.  S.  0.  Buckmaster,  K.C,  and  Mr.  "Sebastian 
appeared  for  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Walter  and  Mr. 
Kerley  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Buckmaster  said  the  action,  which  was  commonly 
known  as  a  "passing  off"  one,  was  brought  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  getting  up  a  preparation  called 
"  Carvino"  in  such  a  manner  as  to  lead  people  to  believe 
that  it  was  a  preparation  which  had  for  ;i  number  cf  years 
been  sold  by  the  plaintiffs  under  the  name  "Wincarnis." 
The  plaintiff  company  was  incorporated  in  1887  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  over  a  business  carried  on  at  Norwich 
by  Cohman  &  Co.,  consisting  of  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  a  preparation  known  as  Liebig's  extract  of  meat  and 
malt  wine.  That  preparation  had  been  for  many  years 
the  staple  commodity  of  the  business  in  which  plaintiffs 
dealt.  For  the  purpose  of  this  case  it  was  sufficient  to 
say  that  that  product  was  made  of  extract  of  meat  and 
malt,  and  had  acquired  a  very  high  reputation  as  a  medi- 
cated wine.  When  the  plaintiffs  commenced  the  sale  of 
their  product  in  1887  they  sold  it  in  bottles  cf  a  certain 
shape  and  size  and  wrapped  in  pink  papers.  It  was  in  1889 
that  the  product  was  renamed  "  Wincarnis."  and  7rom  that 
time  till  now  it  had  been  sold  under  that  name  very  exten  ■ 
sively.  The  product  had  been  cold  from  1889  bearing  three 
label's — viz.,  Cdeman,  Wincarnis,  and  Coleman  with  Win- 
carnis underneath.  Those  labels  had  no  special  or  dis- 
tinctive ieature  in  themselves,  but  the  word  Wincarnis 
appeared  in  white  letters  on  a  black  background,  and  the 
labels  were  edged  with  a  black  border.  In  1897  the 
defendants,  who  carried  on  business  as  wine  merchants, 
commenced'  to  sell  a  medicated  meat-wine  under  the  name 
of  "Keystone  Beef-wine."  "Keystone"  was  a  name 
which  defendants  desired  to  associate  with  all  their  goods. 
They  attempted  in  1906,  through  a  clerk  named  Hearn, 
to  secure  registration  of  the  word  "  Lemcarnis,"  and  fs 
the  plaintiffs  protested,  the  application  was  withdrawn. 
Defendants  afterwards  desired  to  register  the  word 
"  Lemcam  "  for  a  product  made  by  Liebig's  Extract  of 
Meat  Co.,  but  this  application  was  also  withdrawn.  Until 
1908  no  further  attempt  was  made  to  approach  plaintiffs' 
proper  commercial  preserves,  but  in  that  year  defendants 
registered  the  word  "  Carvino."  The  bottle,  which  was 
of  the  same  size  as  the  plaintiffs',  had  three  labels,  and 
was  wrapped  in  pink  paper.  People  who  were  accustomed 
to  purchase  plaintiffs'  goods  would  be  irresistibly  led  to 
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the  conclusion  that  Wincarnis  was  being  sold  under  the 
new  description  of  Carvino.  Of  course  the  question  of 
resemblance  and  description  would  be  to  some  extent  a 
matter  of  evidence,  and  plaintiffs  did  not  say  that  they  had 
any  monopoly  in  the  shape  of  the  bottle,  or  in  the  method 
of  preparing  and  using  the  labels  or  of  colour,  but  when 
for  a  long  course  of  trade  articles  were  in  common  use 
for  a  particular  commodity,  and  there  was  open  to  a  rival 
trader  the  opportunity  of  selecting  any  form  or  colour, 
label  or  name,  he  selected  a  get-up  which  at  a  glance  was 
identical  with  the  plaintiffs',  a  grave  burden  was  thrown 
on  the  trader  to  show  why  he  had  selected  that  parti- 
cular method.  He  submitted  that  the  defendants  had 
shown  that  they  desired  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  plaintiffs' 
reputation.  Counsel  then  supported  his  case  by  a  refer- 
ence to  the  previous  case  of  Lever  v.  Goodwin,  which 
related  to  a  particular  style  and  get-up,  and  bore  out  his 
contention  that  the  Court  should  interfere  in  the  present 
case. 

Plaintiffs'  manager  gave  evidence,  and  said  his  com- 
pany carried  on  a  large  business  in  medicated  wine,  and 
spent  some  40,000/.  or  50.000/.  a  year  in  advertising.  Cross- 
examined  :  Witness  said  he  was  aware  that  since  lb86 
many  firms  had  sold  extract  of  beef  and  malt  wine.  Wit- 
ness was  shown  a  number  of  other  bottles  of  beef-and- 
malt-wine,  prepared  by  other  manufacturers,  wrapped  in 
pink  paper  and  contained  in  champagne  bottles,  and  he 
said  he  was  aware  that  these  had  been  on  the  market  for 
many  years.  Plaintiffs  had  never  complained  to  the  defen- 
dants as  far  as  he  was  aware  as  to  the  bottles  and  labels  till 
the  issue  of  the  writ  in  the  action. 

Evidence  was  also  given  by  traders  that  confusion  arose 
between  the  plaintiffs'  and  defendants'  bottles  from  the 
similarity  of  their  general  get-up. 

Mr.  Walter,  in  opening  the  defendants'  case,  said  it  was 
admitted  on  the  plaintiffs'  own  evidence  that  for  many 
years  the  defendants,  a  perfectly  well-known  firm,  had 
been  putting  on  the  market  Liebig's  extract  of  meat  and 
malt  wine  in  bottles  of  the  same  size  and  get-up,  wrapped 
in  pink  paper,  and  identical  with  the  form  of  which  the 
plaintiffs  were  now  complaining.  That  had  been  done  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiffs  for  years  with  no  com- 
plaint. Jt  was  further  proved  by  the  plaintiffs'  witnesses 
that  the  defendants  applied  for  registration  of  the  word 
"  Carvino,"  that  the  plaintiffs  opposed  it,  and  that  the 
defendants,  notwithstanding  that  opposition,  obtained 
registration.  The  ground  of  their  opposition  was  that 
the  name  Carvino  was  calculated  to  deceive.  It  was  also 
proved  that  immediately  after  Carvino  was  registered 
(June  1909)  the  Lemco  label  was  taken  off  and  Carvino  was 
put  on. 

At  the  continued  hearing  on  Monday,  Mr.  Walter  further 
supported  his  case  by  the  citation  of  authorities  which  held 
that  where  there  were  features  common  to  the  trade  the 
Court  must  look  at  the  whole  of  the  label  and  read  the 
whole  to  see  whether  it  was  calculated  to  deceive.  If  any 
one  took  the  trouble  to  read  the  defendants'  label  no  con- 
fusion could  arise.  The  plaintiffs  said  the  defendants  had 
adopted  the  word  "Carvino"  with  a  view  to  deception. 
That  was  a  deliberate  charge  of  fraud  against  the  defend- 
ants, and  yet  the  plaintiffs  had  not  put  a  single  director 
into  the  witness-box  to  support  it,  and  the  charge  was  made 
without  one  iota  of  justification.  The  plaintiffs'  motion, 
which  had  not  yet  been  dealt  with,  was  to  rectify  the 
register  by  striking  off  the  word  "  Carvino." 

His  Lordship  :  Is  that  an  appeal  from  the  Controller  of 
Trade-marks  ? 

Mr.  Walter  :  No;  the  motion  asked  for  rectification  on 
the  ground  that  the  word  "  Carvino  "  was  calculated  to 
deceive,  that  it  was  an  infringement  of  the  trade-mark 
"Wincarnis,"  and  that  as  used  in  connection  with  pink 
paper  and  get-up  the  mark  was  calculated  to  deceive.  The 
decision  of  the  Controller  allowing  the  mark  was  given  in 
opposition  to  the  plaintiffs.  With  regard  to  the  wrapping, 
Mr.  Walter  said  he  should  prove  that  pink  paper  was  in 
use  for  wrapping  some  fifty  years  ago,  long  before  Messrs. 
Coleman  were  heard  of.  by  Messrs.  Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst, 
for  a  tonic  they  then  had  on  the  market. 

Mr.  E.  F.  King,  joint  manager  of  the  defendant  company, 
was  called,  and  gave  evidence  as  to  the  company's  various 
labels.    They  adopted  "  Carvino  "  because  the  Liebig  Co. 


registered  the  word  "  Lemco  "  as  their  own  trade-mark  and  , 
defendants  wished  to  have  a  proprietary  name  of  their  own. 

On  Tuesday  Mr.  King  was  re-examined,  and  was  followed 
by  Mr.  Charles  Pearson,  manager  of  the  Liebig  Wine  Co., 
Liverpool;  Mr.  John  Hemsel,  traveller  for  that  company; 
Mr.  Ernest  Gee,  director  of  Needhams,  Ltd.  :  Mr.  W.  J. 
Flower,  Cardiff;  and  Mr.  Hirst  (Hirst,  Brook  &  Hirst). 
This  closed  defendants'  case,  whereupon  Counsel  addressed 
the  Court. 

The  hearing  was  again  adjourned.

Proprietor. — The  examination  of  this  debtor,  particulars  of 
whose  affairs  were  given  in  the  C.  tfc  D.,  index  folios  856  and 
876,  took  place  at  Leicester  Bankruptcy  Court  on  June  16,. 
and  the  case  was  closed. 

Re  Samuel  Howell  Percival  Cowdy,  residing  at 
91  The  Broadway,  and  carrying  on  business  as  a  drug-store 
keeper  at  153  High  Street,  Aston,  Newton,  Birmingham.— 
The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  the  offices  of  the, 
Official  Receiver,  Corporation  Street,  Birmingham,  last  week. 
The  statement  of  affairs  showed  liabilities  amounting  to. 
224/.  11*.  3</..  and  assets  estimated  to  produce  18/.  19s.  10c/. 
Debtor  attributed  his  position  to  bad  trade,  keen  competition, 
and  insufficient  capital.  In  the  observations  of  the  Deputy 
Official  Receiver  (Mr.  F.  W.  Darley)  it  is  stated  that  debtor, 
who  is  thirty-three  years  of  age,  commenced  business  in  War- 
wick Road  in  1909  as  a  drug-store  keeper,  having  previously 
been  a  druggist's  assistant  and  manager.  He  began  with  a 
capital  of  30/..  borrowed  from  a  friend,  which  had  not  been 
repaid.  In  December  1910  he  removed  to  High  Street,  where 
he  fitted  up  a  shop,  costing  23/.  In  March  of  this  year  he 
was  unable  to  pay  his  quarter's  rent,  and  he  consulted  his 
solicitors.  He  kept  only  a  rough  cash-book  and  a.  takings- 
book. 

Re  Frederick  Ackroyd  Cotton,  Wells,  Norfolk, 
described  as  a  Chemist. — A  first  meeting  of  creditors  was 
held  at  the  offices  of  the  Official  Receiver  at  Norwich  on 
June  17.  The  statement  of  affairs  submitted  bv  the  debtor 
showed  gross  liabilities  1,546?.  8s.  Id.,  of  which  1,528/.  13s.  Wd. 
due  to  fifty  unsecured  creditors  is  expected  to  rank  for 
dividend,  with  assets  estimated  to  produce  188/.  3s.  5<Z.,  leav- 
ing a  deficiency  of  1,340/.

He- 
commenced  trading  as  a  chemist  at  Wells-next-the-Sea  in 
June  1908,  taking  over  the  business  from  the  former  pro- 
prietor at  the  agreed  price  of  420/.  for  stock,  fixtures,  fittings, 
and  goodwill,  paying  200/.  down  and  giving  bills  of  exchange- 
for  the  balance.  The  200/.  paid  on  account  was  part  of  a  loan 
of  310/.  obtained  by  the  debtor.  Since  September  1910  he  has, 
in  order  to  continue  business,  obtained  loans  from  money- 
lenders on  three  occasions.  The  total  due  in  respect  to  money 
borrowed  is  1,176/.  18s.,  and  for  goods  supplied  351/.  15s.  IOcL. 
The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver.

The  premises  are  narrower  at  the  front  than  at  the 
back,  and  this  peculiarity  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by 
making  the  front  portion  resemble  an  entrance-hall  with 
dark  oak  wainscoting  at  the  sides.  On  the  freize  are 
placed  a  number  of  old  apothecaries'  jars,  including  two 
beautiful  Italian  specimens.  The  manager's  desk  is  placed 
here  well  back,  so  .as  to  give  a  view  of  the  pharmacy 
proper,  which  is  situated  partly  in  a  saloon,  well  lighted 
from  the  roof.  The  fittings  are  carried  out  in  Jacobean 
style,  with  every  consideration  for  the  work  that  is  to  be 
carried  on.  In  the  south-west  corner  is  placed  a  fine  open- 
hearth  fireplace,  with  an  arch  of  genuine  old  red  bricks. 
Above  this  at  the  .sides  are  tapestry  scenes  appropriate  to 
the  premises,  and  the  mantelpiece  is  surmounted  by  two 
fine  old  specie-jars,  with  an  old  bell-metal  mortar  between 
them.  A  similar  mortar  of  Charles  II.  period  is  also  placed 
on  the  dispensmg-screen.  The  pharmacy  is  one  of  the  most 
original  and  striking  in  London,  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Jewell,  the 
proprietor,  has  embodied  in  it  some  very  good  ideas.  Not 
the  least  notable  is  the  fact  that  the  business  is  worked  by 
a  double  staff,  the  place  being  open  from  6  o'clock  in  the 
morning  until  12.30  at  night.  In  the  morning,  at  6.30. 
visitors  to  London  can  be  served  with  mineral  waters,  such 
as  Carlsbad,  Marienbad,  Kissingen,  and  Vichy,  at  the 
correct  temperature  of  the  natural  springs,  and  it  is  found 
that  this  convenience  is  a  very  good  substitute  for  the  spa 
treatment,  since  it  makes  visitors  get  up  and  take  that 
morning  stroll  which  is  not  the  least  important  part  of  the 
treatment. 


The  Shops  Bill. 


THE  Grand  Committee  resumed  its  sittings  on  June  20,  at 
11.30  a.m.  On  Clause  16  Mr.  Churchill,  in  accordance 
with  his  promise  of  last  week,  submitted  a  new  proviso  that 
"  an  inspector  when  reporting  any  contravention  or  non- 
compliance on  the  part  of  the  occupier  of  a  shop  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  occupier  of  the  acts  or  omissions  con^ 
stituting  the  contravention  or  non-compliance."  The  Com- 
mittee agreed  to  the  insertion  of  the  sub-section. 

The  Committee,  by  29  to  19,  declined  to  insert  a  proviso 
to  the  effect  that  proceedings  shall  not  be  taken  unless  notice 
of  intention  to  commence  such  proceedings  bo  served  on  the' 
proposed  defendant  within  three  months  of  the  alleged  com- 
mission of  the  offence. 
The  clause  was  then  added  to  the  Bill. 
Clauses  17  and  18  were  also  added  without  discussion. 
On  Clause  19  an  interesting  debate  arose  on  Sub-section  2, 
which  the  Earl  of  Ronaldshay  proposed  to  delete.    Mr.  Law- 
son  ridiculed   the  sub-section,   while  Mr.    Norman  Craig 
described  the  Home  Secretary  as  "  a  democrat,  bureaucrat, 
autocrat,  and  dictator." 

Mr  Churchill  said  that,  disallowing  plural  voting,  the  sub- 
section was  the  only  practical  means  of  securing  the  adequate 
representation  of  the  man  who  carries  on  one  trade  as  against 
the  man  who  develops  his  business  among  three  trades.  He 
asked  the  Committee  to  give  him  power  to  vary  the  needs  to 
the  particular  cases. 

The  amendment  was  defeated  by  24  to  22. 
After  the  luncheon  adjournment  Mr.  Churchill  moved  that 
Clause  19  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  regulations 
made  by  the  Home  Secretary  should  be  laid  on  the  table  of 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  for  forty  days  before  coming  into 
operation. 

This  was  accepted,  and  the  clause  was  added  to  the  Bill. 
Clause  20  was  also  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  21  provides  exemption  in  regard  to  the  sale  after 
closing  hours  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances. Mr.  Glyn-Jones  moved  to  insert  after  "  appliances  " 
the  words  "  in  any  shop  legally  kept  open  for  the  sale  of 
poisons."  Mr.  Churchill  accepted  the  amendment,  and  it  was 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Snowden  had  an  amendment  which  limited  the  sales 
to  necessities  required  because  of  a  death,  but  Mr.  Churchill 
said  he  preferred  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  amendment. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  then  moved  the  following  addition  to  the 
clause  : 

"  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  requiring  that  on  one  day  in  each 
week  a  shop  assistant  shall  not  be  employed  after  one  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  and  that  a  shop  assistant  shall  not  be 
employed  for  the  purpose  of  serving  customers  as  afore- 
said at  a  time  when  a  shop  is  closed  on  more  than  three 
days  in  any  week." 

This- was  agreed  to  by  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Churchill  undertook  to  introduce  a  new  clause  dealing- 

with  the  case  of  undertakers. 
The  Committee  then  adjourned  till  June  29. 

Amendments  to  Come. 
Mr.  Scanlan,  M.P.,  proposes  to  add  at  end  of  Clause  26  the 
following,  which  will  affect  many  chemists: 

Shops  in  which  the  trade  or  business  of  the  sale  by  retail 
of  intoxicating  liquors  for  consumption  off  the  premises  is 
carried  on,  whether  such  trade  or  business  is  carried  on 
alone  or  in  conjunction  with  any  other  business,  shall  for  the 
purposes  of  sections  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  and  nine  of  this 
Act  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  class  of  shop,  and  no 
closing  order  shall  be  made  in  respect  of  such  class  of 
shops  unless  the  occupiers  of  at  least  two-thirds  in  number 
of  such  class  of  shops  approve  the  order,  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  vote  being  taken,  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
recorded  by  the  occupiers  of  such  class  of  shops  are  in  favour 
of  the  order. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has  put  down  the  following  new  clause : 

Closing  of  Shops  on  Weekly  Half-holiday — (1)  Every  shop 
shall,  save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Act,  be  closed  for 
the  serving  of  customers  not  later  than  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  one  week-day  in  every  week. 

(2)  The  local  authority  may  by  order  fix  the  day  on  which 
a  shop  is  to  be  so  closed  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  "the  weekly 
half-holiday),  and  any  such  order  may  either  fix  the  same 
day  for  all  shops,  or  may  fix — ■ 

(ir)  Different  days  for  different  classes  of  shops; 

(b)  Different  days  for  different  parts  of  the  district ; 

(e)  Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the 

order,  alternative  days ; 
but  no  such  order  shall  have  effect  until  confirmed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 
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(3)  Unless  and  until  such  an  order  is  made  affecting  a  shop, 
the  weekly  half-holiday  as  respects  the  shop  shall  be  such 
day  as  the  occupier  may  specify  in  the  notice  required  to  be 
affixed  in  the  shop  under  Part  I.  of  this  Act.  but  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  the  shop  to  change  the  day 
oftener  than  once  in  any  period  of  three  months. 

(4)  In  places  frequented  as  holiday  resorts  during  certain 
seasons  of  the  year  the  local  authority  may  by  order  suspend 
for  such  period  or  periods  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order, 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  four  months  in  any  year,  the 
obligation  imposed  by  this  section. 

(5)  Where  a  shop  is  closed  during  the  whole  day  on  the 
occasion  of  a  bank  or  public  holiday  or  any  day  of  public 
rejoicing,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  the  shop  to 
keep  the  shop  open  for  the  serving  of  customers  after  the 
hour  at  which  it  is  required  under  this  section  to  be  closed 
either  on  the  half-holiday  immediately  preceding  or  on  the 
half-holiday  immediately  succeeding  such  bank  or  public 
holiday  or  day  of  public  rejoicing. 

(6)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Part  of  this  Act  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  shop  in  which  a  trade  or  busi- 
ness of  any  class  mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this 
Act  is  carried  on.

The  dose  for  hypodermic 
injection  for  dental  purposes  is  1  c.c. 

Adat.TN  is  a  new  hypnotic  introduced  by  the  Bayer  Co., 
Ltd..  19  St.  Dunstan*s  Hill,  London.  E.C.  It  is  bromo-di- 
ethyl-acetyl-urea,  a  compound  insoluble  in  cold  but  soluble 
in  hot  water.  Its  action  is  attributed  to  the  entire 
molecule  and  not  largely  to  its  halogen  content.  Adalin 
can  be  employed  either  as  a  sedative  or  an  hypnotic,  the 
usual  dose  as  a  sedative  being  5  to  10  grains  three  or  four 
times  a  day.  and  as  an  hypnotic  10  to  15  grains  about  half  an 
hour  before  bedtime.  Its  remarkable  features  are  safety, 
even  in  large  doses,  and  absence  of  unpleasant  after-effects. 
In  minor  operations,  such  as  dental  extractions,  a  dose 
of  adalin  makes  the  ordeal  more  tolerable,  as  it  has  a 
decided  soothing  effect.  It  has  also  been  found  that  in 
cases  where  either  local  or  general  anjesthesia  is  necessary, 
much  less  of  the  ansesthetising  agent  is  required  when  a 
dose  of  adalin  has  been  taken."  The  remedy  is  procurable 
in  powders  or  in  5-grain  tablets,  the  latter  in  bottles  of 
twentv-five.    The  prices  are  similar  to  those  of  veronal. 


Coreax  Ginseng. — The  British  Consul,  in  his  annual  report 
on  Corea.  states  that  the  crop  has  suffered  from  disease  and 
inattention  for  the-  past  few  years,  so  that  the  export  remains 
low.  and  there  was  actually  an  import  in  1910.  As  the  root  is 
not  saleable  until  the  sixth  year,  the  effect  of  the  present  im- 
provement will  not  be  visible  for  some  time.  The  exports 
in  1910  were  valued  at  13,350?.,  as  against  37.231?.  in  1909  and 
130?.  in  1908.

look would  hardly  seem  to  be  for  anything  like  a  bumper 
crop."  In  other  directions  the  tenor  of  these  advices  is 
confirmed,  so  that  the  present  outlook  is  for  a  continuance 
of  the  present  rather  high  quotations :  for  the  time  being, 
London  is  not  likely  to  make  any  response,  as  naturally 
consumption  is  now  at  its  lowest.

American  Peppermint  Oil. 

The  Dodge  &  Olcott  Co.,  of  New  York  and  20  Mark  Lane, 
London,  E.C.,  send  us  an  interesting-  chart  showing  the 
fluctuations  in  the  price  of  American  peppermint  oil  in  the 
producing  districts — i.e.,  the  prices  paid  by  distributors  for 
large  quantities  in  Michigan,  etc.  The  chart  covers  the  past 
seventeen  years  from  1894  to  1911.  At  the  opening  of 
1894  the  price  was  $2.10,  from  which  point  there  was  a  general 
downward  movement  to  $1.60  in  1898.  From  1899  prices 
steadily  advanced,  culminating  in  the  attempt  in  1903  to 
create  a  $5  market ;  on  this  occasion  it  may  be  recalled  that 
the  price  was  worked  from  $2  to  $3  in  about  a  month,  and 
then  suddenly  rushed  to  $5;  but  there  was  little  or  no  genuine 
business  at  this  price,  considerable  quantities  changing  hands 
at  between  $4  and  $4.50.  In  the  same  year,  however,  the 
oil  declined  to  $2.10,  touching  $3.80  in  i904,  $1.10  in  1908. 
and  closing  at  $2.80.  The  company  state  that  the  annual 
consumption  has  probably  varied  within  the  period  covered 
between  200,000  and  250,000  lb.,  and  the  latter  figure  is  con- 
sidered a  reasonable  present  estimate  under  favourable  price- 
conditions.  During  the  period  the  crops  ranged  between 
200.000  lb.  and  possibly  something  over  350,000  lb.,  the  latter 
during  1897-8,  when,  coincident  with  a  great  increase  in 
acreage,  newly  introduced  English  or  black  mint  was  giving 
its  enormous  virgin  yields.  Messrs.  Dodge  &  Olcott,  who 
handle  the  finest  oil  only,  on  a  large  scale,  inform  us  that 
the  market  in  the  United  States  is  steadier  than  it  has  been 
for  several  weeks  past,  and  the  outlook  is  for  a  maintenance 
of  present  rather  high  prices,  in  spite  of  the  coming  crop, 
which  is  probably  25  per  cent,  larger  than  that  of  1910.

15s.  per  ton  is 
quoted  for  best,  brands  delivered  Manchester;  Julv  delivery, 
20/.  5s.  to  20/.  12s.  6(7.  Borax  in  fair  inquiry  at  10/.  per  ton. 
In  potashes,  pot  and  pearl,  there  is  little  doing.  Potash 
easier  at  26/.  to  27/.  per  ton.  Acetates  of  lime  are  unchanged. 
Acetic  acid  is  rather  easier.  Green  copperas  is  r.hundant, 
and  ruling  in  buyers'  favour  at  37n.  6(7.  to  40X.  per  ton  delivered 
Manchester  Ship  Canal,  and  42s.  6</.  to  45.s\  per  ton  f.o.b. 
Liverpool.  Sulphur  has  been  selling  well,  flowers  at  8/.  10s.

The  National  Insurance  Bill. 

Sir, — Mr.  William  Smith  thinks  I  have  given  "per- 
nicious advice."  Please  let  me  say  that  I  advised  no  one 
"  to  gain  on  the  roundabouts  what  they  lose  on  the 
swings  "  ;  I  only  stated  my  own  experience.  The  only  ad- 
vice I  offered  was,  "  Be  careful  lest  you  ask  too  much,"  and 
in  the  light  of  the  further  discussion  I  wish  to  repeat  that 
advice.  Speaking  broadly,  one  cannot  expect  a  great  State 
insurance  scheme  to  be  so  arranged  that  everyone  con- 
cerned will  earn  more  than  he  is  earning  at  present. 
Neither  would  we  expect  that  the  working  of  the  scheme 
would  result  in  everyone  earning  less  than  he  is  now 
getting.  There  will,  however,  be  individual  cases  of  hard- 
ship, just  as  in  many  cases  the  results  will  mean  improved 
prospects  and  position.  Possibly  the  net  result  will  be  a 
more  equal  distribution  in  the  sum  available  for  all  this 
class  of  work,  both  to  doctors  and  chemists.  In  view  of 
this  possibility,  what  attitude  ought  we  to  take  up  ? 

Supposing  we  look  on  the  insurance  scheme  as.  the 
macrocosm  of  which  the  small  Friendly  Society  is  the 
microcosm,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  reason  from  the  less  to 
the  greater  without  introducing  fallacies.  I  can  put  in  a 
nutshell  my  own  view  of  "  society  "  business.  The  doctor 
who  accepts  this  business  at  As.  per  member  per  year  is, 
admittedly,  badly  paid  for  his  work.  The  question  is, 
Ought  I  to  assist  him  out  of  the  hole  by  doing  part  of  his 
work  also,  admittedly,  at  a  loss?  If  Mr.  Smith  were 
offered  the  dispensing  part  of  such  a  doctor's  work,  he 
would  have  at  least  two  ceurses  to  choose  between — either 
to  have  a  fair  profit  on  his  drugs  and  labour,  plus  a  pro- 
fessional fee,  or  he  might  do  as  I  did,  namely,' charge  a 
nominal  price  (in  my  case  3c/.  per  prescription)  or  a  per 
capita  fee  (which  in  Mr.  Gilmoiir's  case  worked  out  at  3^r7. 
per  prescription).  The  adoption  of  the  first  alternative 
would  be  tantamount  to  rejecting  the  offer  altogether,  with 
the  risk  of  losing  all  the  doctor's  other  prescription  busi- 
ness, while  the  latter  would  mean  the  certainty  of  securing 
all  the  business  for  "  sundries  "  coming  from  the  society 
members'  families,  and  also  all  the  doctor's  other  prescrib- 
ing. May  I  in  all  seriousness  ask  Mr.  Smith  whether  it 
would  not  be  good  business  to  lose  an  insignificant  amount 
on  the  five  society  prescriptions  a  day  ("the  swings")  in 
order  to  get  a  regular  profit  on  the  twenty-five  other  pre- 
scriptions ("  the  roundabouts  "),  rather  than  to  reject  the 
whole  lot?  I  am  a  poor  judge  of  human  nature  if  I  am 
wrong  in  thinking  that  Mr.  Smith  would  do  exactly  as 
hundreds  more  of  his  fellow-chemists  have  only  been  too 
glad  to  get  the  chance  of  doing.  The  loss  on  "  the  swings  " 
is  negligible  ;  the  gain  on  the  other  business  means  the 
difference  between  a  good-going  concern  and  a  sickly, 
anaemic  affair  that  no  pharmacist  can  ever  have  any 
pride  in. 

Applying  my  argument  from  the  microcosm  to  the 
macrocosm,  a  tremendous  amount  of  new  business  will  be 
transferred  from  one  channel  to  another  by  the  Bill.  In 
some  districts,  it  is  true,  the  transfer  will  not  be  necessary, 
and  possibly  in  these  districts  the  pharmacist  will  suffer  a 
little,  though  I  agree  with  "  Xrayser  II."  in  thinking 
that  the  probable  losses  have  been  greatly  exaggerated  ;  but 
taking  the  country  as  a  whole  there  will  be  a  large  volume 
of  strictly  new  business  for  someone  to  dispense.  If  we 
are  to  expect,  as  Mr.  J.  Gilmour  seems  to  expect,  "  ade- 
quate remuneration  for  each  item  dispensed,  including  a 
professional  fee  for  dispensing,"  for  all  the  prescriptions 
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under  this  insurance  scheme,  then  I  take  leave  to  remark 
that  we  shall  be  severely  disappointed.  With  20  to  25  per 
cent,  of  the  business  of  the  country  already  in  the  hands 
•of  the  limited  companies,  most  of  whom  will  be  not  only 
ready  but  eager  to  gain  a  splendid  advertisement  by  catering 
for  this  dispensing,  it  will  be  worse  than  childish  for  the 
individual  pharmacist  to  insist  on  such  a  profit  as  will 
recompense  him  for  the  eighteen  wonderful  educts  of  Mr. 
William  Smith's  hard  thinking.  I  suggest  that  the  simplest 
way  out  of  the  difficulty  is  that  a  per  capita  allowance  of 
Is.  6d.  per  annum  (or  2?.  if  it  can  be  got)  be  made  for  all 
prescriptions  for  drugs  for  internal  or  external  use;  and 
that  bandages,  dressings,  trusses,  catheters,  serums,  vac- 
■cines,  and  proprietary  preparations  be  charged  separately, 
a  P.A.T.A.  profit  to  be  allowed  on  any  wholesale  price-list 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  chemist  and  the  local  health 
committee.  What  we  are  all  frightened  for  is  not  the 
<6-oz.  mixtures  and  the  like,  but  the  sundries,  which  might 
in  scores  of  cases  run  away  in  a  week  with  the  entire  capi- 
tation fees  of  half-a-dozen  beneficiaries.

Sir, — I  have  read  most  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  local 
Associations,  and  note  that  the  per  capita  basis  of  remun- 
•eration  is  not  popular.  This  is  good  business  ;  but  I  think  it 
would  be  possible  to  separate  the  professional  from  the 
business  part  of  the  transaction  and  have  the  work  done 
on  a  per  capita  basis  for  the  dispensing,  and  a  practically 
cost-price  scale  for  the  ingredients.  This  would  enable 
pharmacists  to  estimate  how  much  they  would  get  for  the 
■compounding,  and  they  would  then  be  able  to  make  pro- 
vision to  cope  with  the  extra  dispensing  which  they  will 
•certainly  have.  I  should  like  the  Glyn-Jones  resolution 
E  to  read  as  follows  : 

That  remuneration  for  the  dispensing  of  medicines  should 
be  upon  a  per  capita  basis,  the  ingredients  being  charged 
separately  according  to  a  national  schedule. 

In  addition  to  the  above  I  should  advocate  : 

1.  That  the  national  schedule  be  arranged  by  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners  and  representatives  of  the  medical  prac- 
titioners and  pharmacists. 

2.  Prescribing  should  be  within  the  limits  of  the  articles 
•enumerated  in  the  scale,  and  the  scale  should  be  revised 
annually.

A  Dispenser  of  Thirty  Years'  Standing  (77/33)  writes  on 
behalf  of  those  chemists  and  others  who  are  dispensers  to 
medical  men,  and  who  may  be  thrown  out  of  employment 
by  the  Bill.    He  concludes  : 

"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  now  an  opportunity  of 
performing  a  gracious  act  by  including  in  their  amendment 
with  regard  to  dispensing  not  only  registered  chemists,  but 
•dispensers  to  medical  men  for  a  certain  number  of  years 
prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act.  This  is  only  in  accordance 
with  the  principle  of  the  1868  Pharmacy  Act,  which  included 
all  in  business  at  the  time  the  Act  came  into  force,  and  would, 
I  am  sure,  in  the  long  run,  be  beneficial  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  itself,  as  one  united  body  would  be  in  a  better  position 
for  making  terms  than  a  house  divided  against  itself." 
Ext.  Cannabis  Indices. 

Sir, — "  Xrayser's  "  remarks  upon  the  variation  in 
activity  in  ext.  cannab.  ind.  bears  out  my  own  observations 
upon  that  drug,  and,  like  him,  I  am  inclined  to  think  there 
is  an  oxidation  of  the  active  ingredient  when  the  extract 
Is  long  exposed  to  atmospheric  conditions.  The  exposed 
layer  alters  to  a  brittle  glassy-like  substance,  and  when 
•dissolved  in  ether  there  is  more  insoluble  material  left 
behind  than  is  the  case  with  fresh  extract.  I  should  like 
to  have  an  opinion  upon  the  solution  in  ether.  Does  it 
fully  represent  the  properties  of  the  extract  itself?  I  dis- 
pense a  fair  amount,  chiefly  in  pills,  and  for  quickness  in 
working  make  use  of  an  ether  solution  whereof  30  minims 
equals  1  grain.  The  convenience  is  great,  the  ether  goes 
off  rapidly,  and  the  resultant  pill-mass  has  the  hemp  ex- 
tract nicely  disseminated  through  it.  My  practice  is  to 
make  the  stock  solution  upon  receipt  of  the  extract  and, 
•saving  a  slight  brown  residue  thrown  out  in  course  of  time, 
It  keeps  well.  Therapeutically  it  seems  all  right.  But  the 
extract  itself  is  most  variable.  Some  specimens  are  en- 
tirely soluble,  others  only  partly  so,  while  one  sample  gave 


a  large  residue  that  turned  out  to  be  pulv.  cannab.  ind. 
used  as  an  adulterant.  There  is  a  product  now  being  sold 
as  "  colloidal  "  extract  of  Indian  hemp  that  is  ether 
soluble,  but  evidently  made  expressly  for  "corn-paints." 
Can  "  Xrayser  "  enlighten  upon  the  question  of  my  ether 
solution  ?  Does  it  represent  the  active  preparation  ?  The 
text-books  do  not  enlighten  upon  the  subject,  save  that 
"  cannabinone "  is  soluble  in  alcohol,  ether,  chloroform, 
and  other  liquids.

The  actual  cost  of  ingredients  for 
two  dozen  powders  would  be  2s.  Wd.,  so  for  mixing,  weighing 
out,  papers,  box,  and  professional  knowledge  this  firm  had 
2d.  profit,  taking  the  price  of  two  dozen  pills  at  M.  Will  you 
be  so  good  as  to  let  me  know  what  price  one  ought  to  get  for 
twelve  powders,  as  the  ladv  fainted  when  I  asked  2s.  bd.  for 
same.— E.  Griffiths.

Autocar  (68/17).— Metal-polish.— The  cream  form  of  metal- 
polish  which  is  put  up  in  tin  bottles  consists  of  kieselguhr  made 
into  a  thin  cream  with  petrol  containing  carbon  tetrachloride 
(1  in  8)  and  oleic  acid  (1  in  8).  A  recipe  for  a  more  complex 
liquid  metal-polish  was  given  in  the  C.  dfc  D.,  August  6,  1910, 
index  folio  246. 

Wax  (68/50). — (1)  Japan  Wax  is  employed  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  boot-dressings,  as  vou  will  see  on  referring  to  the 
C.  &  D.,  August  27,  1910,  index  folio  354.  (2)  We  do  not 
understand  the  purport  of  your  question.  Soap  is  certainly 
not  an  acid,  nor  does  it  contain  free  acid.  (3)  Consult  the 
index  of  the  last  volume  of  the  C.  &  D.,  where  you  will  find 
references  to  many  formulae  for  boot-dressings. 

T.  P.  P.  (68/69). —  Temporary  Dental  Stopping.— Cotton- 
wool saturated  with  mastic  varnish  (mastic  dissolved  in 
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chloroform)  or  gutta-percha  are  used  for  this  purpose.  The 
chemical  cements  referred  to  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas 
are  more  permanent. 

W.  J.  (56/7). — We  cannot  identify  the  ringworm  ointment 
with  any  recipe  in  the  hospital  Pharmacopoeia. 

Canada  (68/29).— Mosquito  Pest.— The  preventives  of 
mosquito-bites  are  usually  some  strong-smelling  application 
to  the  skin.  Among  these  preventives  are  oil  of  cajuput,  oil 
of  citronella.  carbolic  lotion  (1  in  50),  naphthalin,  oil  of 
eucalyptus,  and  oil  of  lavender.  A  preparation  useful  for 
retailing  is : 

Eucalyptol   3y. " 

Acetic  ether  3jiss. 

Eau  de  Cologne    -••  3iiss. 

Pyrethrum  flowers  tincture  (1  in  5)  3iij. 
Mix.    May  be  sponged  on  to  the  skin  either  of  full 
strength' or  diluted  with  2  or  3  parts  of  water.

— It  is  usual  to  add 
either  alum  or  caustic  soda  to  the  paste  used  by  bill-posters 
with  a  view  of  increasing  the  adhesive  properties  of  the 
paste.  The  proportion  of  caustic  soda  is  about  1  oz.  to  .the*«. 
gallon  of  paste.  In  regard  to  preservatives,  these  are  noH> 
necessary  as  a  rule,  owing  to  the  fact  that  bill-posters  soon 
use  up  the  batches  of  paste  they  manufacture.  Formalde- 
hyde is  a  good  preservative  for  the  purpose,  but  carbolic  acid 
is  more  employed. 

B.  P.  (35/38).— Half-tone  Process.— You  will  find  Ver- 
fasser's  "  Half-tone  Process "  (5s.,  Iliffe)  the  most  suitable 
for  your  purpose. 


Denstonidn  (68/36). — Sanitary  Fluid. — The  formula?  we 
have  are  similar  to  the  one  you  send,  and  probably  the  effect 
of  diluting  with  sea-water,  which  upsets  the  emuls'ion,  would 
be  the  same.  You  might  try  whether  an  increased  quantity 
of  caustic  alkali  improves  matters. 

S.  B.  (62/72).— Acetic  Acid  of  the  specific  gravity  of  1.024 
contains  17  per  cent,  of  hydrogen  acetate,  and  can  be  pre- 
pared by  diluting  the  glacial  acid,  which  contains  99  per 
cent.,  or  acetic  acid  B.P.,  which  is  33  per  cent,  strength.

— The  arsenical  powder  you  refer  to  as 
having  been  used  by  a  suicide  was  probably  a  weed-killer — 
the  powder  form  of  which  usually  contains  50  per  cent,  of 
white  arsenic,  the  remainder  being  caustic  soda  or  sodium 
carbonate. 

C.  T.  N.  (63/47).— Luminous  Paint.— See  C.  <k  D.,  July  16 
1910,  index  folio  100. 

Tif/naecia  (63/9). — Non-curling  Gummed  Paper. — The 
trouble  caused  by  the  curling  of  gummed  paper  has  been 
overcome  by  Messrs.  Samuel  Jones  &  Co.,  7  Bridewell  Place, 
London,  E.G.,  with  whose  C.  <£'  D.  inset  of  a  sample  of  their 
non-curling  paper  you  are  probably  familiar. 

Sac  Anis  (69/47). — Pig  cured  of  convulsions  by  treatment 
prescribed  in  these  columns,  but  has  no  power  in  hind- 
quarters.— The  pig  may  have  had  an  accident  or  be  suffering 
from  a  brain,  spinal,  or  nervous  disease,  thus  causing  the 
snoring.  There  is  usually  irregularity  in  breathing  in  cases 
of  brain  disease,  this  being  one  of  the  diagnostic  symptoms. 
Give  mild  aperients,  succeeded  by  ergot  and  potassium 
bromide,  but  in  all  probability  the  butcher's  knife  or  death 
will  be  the  finale. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago.

Chemical  Notes. 
The  following  details  concerning  the  latest  improvements 
in  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid  are  given  in  a  new 
French  work,  edited  by  MM.  Barreswil  and  Aime  Girard  : 
According  to  the  usual  system,  a  quantity  of  sulphur  is  burnt 
in  contact  with  a  current  of  air,  by  which  means  it  is  con- 
verted into  sulphurous  acid,  which,  together  with  a  quantity 
of  nitric  acid,  provided  elsewhere,  passes  into  a  series  of 
leaden  chambers  of  considerable  dimensions,  where,  by 
various  reactions,  the  sulphuric  acid  is  definitely  formed, 
ready  to  be  delivered  to  the  trade.  One  of  the  most  important 
improvements  is  that  which  consists  in  heating  the  sulphurets 
of  iron,  copper,  or  lead,  to  extract  their  sulphur,  instead  of 
consuming  sulphur  in  its  pure  state.  M.  Fremy  has  invented 
another  process,  that  of  decomposing  sulphate. of  lime  or 
common  plaster  by  silica,  or,  in  other  words,  sand.  A  mix- 
ture of  plaster  and  sand  exposed  to  a  strong  red  heat  is 
transformed  into  a  silicate  of  lime,  while  the  sulphurous 
acid  required  for  the  formation  of  sulphuric  acid  is  evolved, 
together  with  oxygen.  But  the  latest,  and  decidedly  the> 
most  curious,  improvement,  is  that  imagined  by  M.  Sohank. 
who  mixes  together  equal  quantities  of  chloride  of  lead  and 
sulphate  of  lime  ;  by  double  decomposition  these  bodies  are 
transformed  into  chloride  of  calcium,  which  is  soluble,  and 
sulphate  of  lead,  which,  being  insoluble,  falls  to  the  bottom 
of  the  vessel.  This  precipitate  is  collected  and  washed,  and 
then  treated  with  an  equal  quantity  of  hvdroohloric  acid. 
Again  a  change  takes  place :  chloride  of  lead  is  formed 
again  to  serve  for  a  new  operation,  while  the  remaining  liquid 
is  weak  sulphuric  acid  obtained  direct,  which  has  only  to  be> 
concentrated  to  become  fit  for  use.  In  this  method,  there- 
fore, the  only  substances  lost  are  sulphate  of  lime  and  hydro- 
chloric acid,  the  cost  of  which  is  trifling,  while  the  chloride 
of  lead  is  regenerated  and  may  be  used  again.  [We  are  told 
that  this  process  has  been  imar/incd  by  M.  Schank.  We 
strongly  doubt,  however,  whether,  in  practice,  such  a  decom- 
position of  sulphate  of  lead  could  be  effected  by  hydrochloric 
acid  as  to  furnish  an  economical  yield  of  sulphuric  acid.]

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Garden  Pests. 

By  An  Amateur. 


GARDEN  pests  are  now  in  season,  and  the  alternation 
of  sun  and  shower  is  especially  favourable  for  their 
propagation.  Every  chemist  who  is  worth  his  salt  can  get 
up  some  local  reputation  as  an  expert  on  such  subjects  as 
this,  and  the  reputation  brings  business,  especially  if  his 
advice  is  sound.  There  is  one  great  aim  to  be  kept  in 
.  view— never  advise  the  .use  of  anything  unless  you  are 
quite  sure  it  will  be  harmless  to  vegetation.  I  remember 
a  friend  of  mine  trying  an  insecticide  on  his  roses,  and  by 
way  of  experiment  he  added  to  his  solution  a  small  quan- 
tity of  one  of  the  soluble  coal-tar  disinfectants.  Whether 
he  had  added  too  much,  or  whether  the  preparation  was 
fatal  in  any  proportion,  I  do  not  know,  but  he  certainly 
managed  to  burn  up  the  foliage  of  quite  a  number  of  most 
healthy  looking  roses,  and  the  result  was  ths  throwing 
back  of  these  plants  for  the  best  part  of  the  season.  One 
excellent  rule  in  dealing  with  plants  is  to  remember  that 
vegetable  insecticides  are  harmless  to  vegetable  life.  I 
bave  proved  over  and  over  again  that  no  harm  happens  to 
flower,  foliage,  or  fruit  so  long  as  the  insecticide  is  itself 
a  vegetable  preparation. 

Green  fly  is  just  now  one  of  the  principal  sinners,  and 
it,  with  the  brown  fly,  is  to  be  found  in  multitudes  in 
every  rose-garden.  Some  roses  are  much  more  attractive 
to  the  pest  than  others,  but  it  also  attacks  other  plants  as 
well,  so  that  any  means  for  getting  rid  of  it  is  welcome. 
1 or  these  pests,  and  the  little  flies  that  are  found  in  many 
of  the  kitchen  vegetables,  such  as  carrot,  lettuce,  and  the 
like,  there  is  nothing  to  beat  quassia.  Supply  this  in 
ounce  packets,  and  direct  that  it  be  suspended  in  an  ordi- 
nary watering-can  full  of  water  overnight,  or,  if  wanted 
in  a  hurry,  boiled  in  a  gallon  of  water.  This  can  either 
be  syringed  over  the  bushes  or  sprinkled  with  the  water- 
ing-can, and  if  it  be  used  liberally  one  or  two  applications 
will  be  quite  effective. 

The  gooseberry  caterpillar  is  a  serious  nuisance,  and  he 
appears  just  when  the  berries  are  beginning  to  ripen 
1  he  ravages  made  in  a  couple  of  days  are  sufficient  to 
make  the  average  amateur  sick.  He  has  been  in  evidence 
during  the  past  week  or  two,  and  many  chemists  are  certain 
to  be  asked  for  a  remedy.  I  have  tried  various  expedi- 
ents, but  there  is  nothing  to  equal  hellebore-powder  This 
fieems  to  have  fallen  greatly  into  disuse,  but  for  this  class 
ot  pest  it  is  simply  invaluable.  Place  the  powder  in  a 
pepper-castor  or  in  a  dredger  made  by  knocking  holes  in 
a  lid  of  a,  cocoa-tan,  and  dust  the  hellebore  on  the  affected 
bushes,  being  careful  not  to  allow  the  powder  into  the 
nostrils  :  this  would,  of  course,  set  up  sneezing.  Next 
morning  there  is  only  a  little  shrivelled-up  brown 
epeck  on  the  spot  where  the  caterpillar  was  It  is 
even  more  important  to  prevent  the  caterpillar  ever  getting 
on  the  bushes,  and  the  amateur  should  be  advised  to  dig 
the  soil  underneath  and  round  the  bushes  once  or  twice 
in  the  early  summer,  the  object  being  to  expose  the  pupa 
to  the  attentions  of  birds.  But  should  this  not  have  the 
ettect,  and  if  early  attacks  of  the  grubs  are  seen,  large 
numbers  will  be  observed  on  the  ground  making  their  way 
to  the  stem  of  the  bush.  The  effectual  cure  in  such  a  case 
is  to  sprinkle  the  hellebore  liberally  on  the  ground  for  a 
lew  inches  round  the  stem.  Another  class  of  caterpillar 
is  the  one  that  feeds  on  the  leaves  of  roses.  These  do  not 
show  themselves  on  the  surface,  and  must  be  carefully 
searched  for  underneath  the  leaf.  The  amateur  usually 
pinches  them  between  his  finger  and  thumb,  but  some 
iastidious  people  do  not  like  to  do  this.  For  all  such  the 
insect-powder  bellows  filled  with  hellebore  is  the  best 
appliance,  using  one  hand  to  turn  up  and  expose  the  grub 
and  the  other  to  give  it  a  gentle  whiff  of  hellebore.
